Sm Kyrenrs :—It is with pleasure that I weleome so many 
of the members of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, here this morning in this, its Eiehty-third 
Semi-Annual Conclave. Our gratitude is due and should be 
given to the Supreme Grand Master of the Universe for his 
watchful care over us, and for the mercies He has so bounti- 
fully poured upon us. 

Tt has been customary to devote a large part of the ses- 
sions of the semi-annual Conclave of this Grand Body to an 
exemplification of the work of one or more ‘of the Orders 
but in view of the fact that there are several important ee 
ports to be presented from Committees, and various matters 
of business to be considered and acted upon, I have decided 
to omit such exemplification, and devote the time to the trans- 
action of business. The affairs of this Grand Body have 
moyed along smoothly during the past six months; more 
than the average amount of work has been done, and our 
Grand Commandery was never in a more flourishing condi- 
tion than it is today. 
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NECROLOGY. 


The messenger whose feet are never weary, and whose 
work is never done, whose coming none can prevent and 
whose message none can decline to receive, who enters 
where he pleases regardless of bolts and bars, and whose 
presence is rarely welcomed, has visited our Asylum, and 
placed the fatal star on our rolls opposite the names of two 
of the beloved Sir Knights of our Grand Commandery. 

On the 5th of February, Em. Sir Geonaz Wyman Fay, 
Past Grand Generalissimo, died at his home in East Wey- 
mouth, Mass., at the age of 55 years, after an illness of but 
afew days. His funeral took place on the 8th of February, 
and was attended by the Grand Commander and other offi- 
cers of the Grand Commandery. South Shore Commandery 
did escort duty, and Orphans Hope Lodge of I’. & A. Ma- 
sons performed the burial service. ‘Che concourse that filled 
the church to overflowing, the closed stores and places of 
business, as well as the look of sadness that pervaded every 
countenance, gave testimony to the hold this Sir Knight had 
upon the affection and esteem of his neighbors and friends, 
and how large a place he occupied in the esteem of the va- 
rious fraternities with which he was associated. On the 8th 
of February, I issued the following order, and subsequently 
appointed Em. Sirs Z. L. Bicknell, George H. Kenyon, M. 
D., and Thomas H. Humphreys to prepare a suitable 
memorial to be presented at this Conclave.

I cannot refrain from ealling attention to the death of 
another Em. Sir Knight, who though he never held a promi- 


nent office in this Grand Body, yet for sterling worth, and. 
3 
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for all the virtues that go to make up the good citizen, the 
trusted friend, the Christian gentleman and the courteous 
Sir Knight, had but few equals. I refer to Em. Sir James 
M. Pendleton, who held the oftice of Grand Captain of the 
Guard in 1875, and of Grand Standard Bearer in 1879. He 
was a Past Commander of Calvary Commandery, and also 
Past Commander of Narragansett Commandery of Westerly. 
He was a charter member of the last body, largely instru- 
mental in its formation, and its first Commander. He died 
at his home on Saturday the 15th of February, and was 
buried on the following Tuesday. He was largely identified 
with the business interests of Westerly, held a prominent 
place in every good work, was interested in religious affairs, 
and was a true Mason and Sir Knight. He died in the sure 
hope of a blessed and glorious immortality.

DISPENSATIONS. 

T have issued Dispensations to several Commanderies to 
receive and act upon the petitions of candidates for the or- 
ders, in less than the time prescribed by the Constitution, 
but only where the reasons given were conclusive, and in 
every instance requiring that the names of those applying 
for the orders should be placed upon the notice for the con- 
clave at which action was to be taken, and that as far as pos- 
sible every member should receive a notice. To elect officers 
to fill vacancies caused by death or declination to serve. To 
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attend Divine Service upon Easter and Ascension Sundays 
in costume, but without banners or music. To receive and 
extend courtesies to visiting Sir Knights. To act as escort 
to the M. W. Grand Lodge of Mass., at the laying of the 
corner stone of the United States building at Springticld, on 
the 22d of February. To Springfield, Calvary, Bristol, St. 
John’s and Holy Sepulchre Commanderies to make a_pil- 
grimage to Washington, D. C., on the occasion of the Trien- 
nial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of the U. S. in 
October next. Also to a Commandery to go into another 
State to perform the burial service at the funeral of one of 
their members; I having received the desired permission 
from the R. EB. Grand Commander of the jurisdiction. 


GRAND REPRESENTATIVE. 


Em. Sir C. C. Dean having resigned as Representative of 
this Grand Body near the Grand Commandery of Arkansas, 
at the request of Grand Commander Kimball, I have ap- 
pointed as his successor Em. W. M. Millette, of Fort Smith. 
T have since learned of the sudden death of Sir Kt. Dean. 


COMMITTEE ON RITUAL. 


At the annual Conclave in 1887, that portion of R. E. Grand 
Commander’s address which referred to the Ritual adopted 
by the Grand Encampment of the U.S., was referred to a 
special committee, and at the semi-annual in May, 1888, they 
reported asking for further time and for permission to report 
in print. The request was granted and the following vote 
passed : 


Voted, That the Committee be authorized to print enough copies to 
supply one for every member of the Grand Commandery who asks for 
it, under such restrictions as the Committee way impose. 


At the last annual conclave the Committee was continued 
with the understanding that their report would be ready at 
this conclave. The Committee, though somewhat embar- 
rassed by the sickness of Em. Sir Wright have given a great 
amount of time to this important subject, have furnished un- 
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der proper restrictions, a copy to each member of the Grand 
Commandery who has applied for it, and will make a full re- 
port to-day. I have carefully examined the ritual which 
they have revised and prepared, and regard it as a great im- 
provement upon the one recommended and adopted by the 
Grand Encampment of the United States. I trust you will 
give this matter a careful hearing, and if the work meets with 
your approval, will take the necessary action to bring it 
legally and properly before the next Triennial Conclave. 

I am decidedly of the opinion that the whole subject 
should be relegated by the Grand Encampment to the sev- 
eral Grand Commanderies, in whose jurisdiction and under 
whose superintendence it has always been, until within a few 
years past. It might b vble for the Grand Encamp- 
ment to retain jurisdiction oyer the passwords, grips and 
cuts of the Orders, but outside of those essentials, the Grand 
Commanderies are not only better qualified to arrange a 
ritual for their subordinates, but are in a much better posi- 
tion to see that whatever is adopted as the proper work and 
lectures is recognized and rendered throughout their respec- 
tive jurisdictions. 

In this connection I would add that I received a courteous 
request from R. E. Joseph A. Locke, Grand Commander of 
Maine for copies of the ritual as prepared by our Committee 
which he desired to submit to the best ritualists in the juris- 
diction of Maine, stating that he had been minded to appoint 
a committee to do a similar work, and expressing the hope 
that the Sir Knights of New England might all unite in one 

recommendation. I complied with his request and forwarded 
the copies which he has since returned to the committee 
with copious notes and comments. 


‘THE TRIENNIAL. 


The next Triennial Conclave of the United States is to be 
held in Washington, D. C., commencing on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 8, 1889. From present appearances it will be one of the 
most important conclaves ever held, on account of the nature 
of the business which is to come before it. I earnestly hope 
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that every Sir Knight of Mass. and Rhode Island who is 
entitled to vote in the Grand Encampment will be present 
and participate in its deliberations. The committee nie 
pointed at the last semi-annual and continued at the annual 
conclave, will to-day make a report of what they have al- 
ready done in regard to the matters submitted to them, and 
make recommendations for further action. 

So far as I have been advised the following Commanderies 
of this jurisdiction have voted to attend: St. John’s, Boston 
Washington, Worcester County, Springfield, Holy Sepulchre, 
Palestine, Calvary, Haverhill, Old Colony, Sutton, Bethany. 
Hugh de Payens, Woonsocket, Narragansett, Wm. Parkman, 
Bristol, Olivet. Some others have the subject under consid 
eration, and it is probable that from 1,500 to 2,000 Sir 
Knights from the jurisdiction of Mass. and Rhode Tsland 
will be present, and for once this noble old Grand Com- 
mandery will present an appearance commensurate with its 
rank and importance among the Grand Commanderies of the 
United States. I sincerely hope that every Sir Knight will 
endeavor to make this occasion so pleasant and successful 
that it may long be remembered, and that the well earned 
fame of the Sir Knights of our beloved jurisdiction may re- 
celve additional lustre. 


CORRESPONDENCE, 


A companion belonging to the Lodge and Chapter in 
Newburyport, Mass., but who was a resident of New Hamp- 
shire, desired to apply to Newburyport Commandery for the 
orders of Knighthood. I made application to R. E. Edward 
R. Kent, Grand Commander, and he corresponded with the 
Commandery claiming jurisdiction, but the request was 
refused. im 

I received from R. E. Delos M. Bacon, Grand Commander 
of Vermont, a request for release of jurisdiction over a Com- 
panion who was a resident of Boston, but who for several 
reasons desired to apply for the orders to Malta Commandery 
of Newport, Vt. I accordingly referred the matter to Bos- 
ton Commandery, and in due time had the pleasure of noi 
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fying the Grand Commander of Vermont, that Boston Com- 
mandery after inquiring into the character of the applicant 
and finding him worthy, had courteously voted to relinquish 
jurisdiction to Malta Commandery. I have had pleasant 
correspondence with the Grand Commanders of several jur- 
isdictions, and in addition to Dispensations granted, have 
written nearly one hundred letters to the Commanders and 
other Sir Knights of our own jurisdiction. 


INVITATIONS. 


In addition to many invitations from the Commanderies of 
our own jurisdiction to attend on occasions of special inter- 
est, some of which I have been obliged to decline, I received 
2 most cordial invitation from the R. E. Grand Cormmander 
of Conn., R. E. Charles B. Ware to visit with him Washing- 
ton Commandery of Hartford ; this was supplemented by an 
invitation from the E. Commander of Washington, but I was 
unable to accept, owing to other engagements. 

On the 8th of January accompanied by a large delegation 
of Sir Knights from Boston and vicinity, in response to an 
invitation from the R. E. Grand Commander of Maine, Sir 
Joseph A. Locke, I visited Portland Commandery No. 2, of 
Portland, Em. Sir Clayton J. Farrington, and received a 
most hearty and courteous welcome. 

Much to my regret I was obliged to decline an invitation 
from Palestine Commandery of New York, to be present at 
its annual reception which was held in the Metropolitan 
Opera House, on the 29th of January, 1889. 

T have also received an invitation from the Grand Master 
of Masons in Rhode Island, for myself and the Council of 
the Grand Commandery to participate in the dedicatory ex- 

ercises on the 3d of June next, of a monument in memory of 
our late beloved frater, Em. Sir Thomas A. Doyle, to be 
erected by the city of Providence. 


INSTALLATION OF GRAND OFFICERS. 


Em. Sir Samuel B. Spooner, Grand Lecturer, having been 
absent at the annual Conclave of this Grand Body, I re- 
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quested Em. Sir E. P. Kendrick to perform the installation 
service in the Asylum of Springfield Commandery. 


AID FOR YELLOW FEVER SUFFERERS. 


Since the annual Conclave our Grand Treasurer has re- 
ceived from three Commanderies the further sum of $125, for 
the relief of our suffering fraters in Florida. This with pre- 
vious sums sent makes a total of $1,425, sent from this juris- 
diction. 


M. E. Grand Master Roome has informed me that it will 
not be necessary to obtain permission to pass through the 
lines of the several Grand Commanderies on the way to 
Washington to attend the Triennial.

IN MEMORIAM. 


Or Past Ricur Eminent Sm Kyrenr Wincram H. Ken. 


Again the alarm has been sounded and another spirit has winged its 
flight to the beautiful home beyond, where all is peace and rest. 

Suddenly and without warning Past Rt. Em. Sir Knight Kent de- 
parted this life on the morning of February 7th. 

William H. Kent was born in Duxbury, this State, March 21st, 1823; 
he came to Boston in his youth and obtained his edueation in our 
public schools, In 1836, while a member of the Mayhew school he ob- 
tained one of the Franklin Medals. 
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Early in life he was engaged in the lumber business, but some fifteen 
years ago he was clected President of the Mill Owners Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company, in which capacity he served faithfully until the time 
of his demise. 

Mr. Kent always evinced great interest in municipal affairs, and 
under the old city government of Charlestown he served the eity as 
alderman, and three years as its Mayor; he was elected to the Boston 
y council after Charlestown’s annexation, and was chairman of the 
Board of License Commissioners and a trustee of the City Hos- 
pital. In each and all of these important positions our brother was 
recognized as a conscientious, energetic and upright advocate of the 
public good. 

Early in life he became very much interested in Masonry. He took 
his degrees in St. John’s Lodge, Boston, in 1860, became a member 
September 3, 1860, was Marshal in 1862, Senior Deacon in 1863 and 
1864, Senior Warden in 1865 and Worshipful Master in 1866. He was 
elected honorary member in 1867. He a charter member and first 
Worshipful Master of Faith Lodge, Charlestown. In the Grand Lodge 
he was District Deputy Grand Master of the Second Masonie District 
in 1874. 

He was 2 member of St. Paul’s Royal Arch Chapter in 1861, taking 
his demit therefrom in 1869. He was charter member of the Royal 
Arch Chapter of the Signet, in which he took a very active interest. 
He received the orders of the Red Cross, Temple and Malta in Boston 
Commandery in 1860, signed the by-laws and became a member in 1861. 
He was appointed Standard Bearer in 1862, and was elected Captain- 
General in 1867, the same year he demitted from the Commandery. 
He was also a member of Hugh de Payens Commandery, being created 
a member in 1869, and took his demit in 1872. 

He was charter member and first Commander of Coeur de Lion Com- 
mandery, in which he took great interest up to the time of his death. 
He was also trustee of the Masonie apartments in Charlestown from 
1874 to the time of his demise. 

He was elected Rt. Em. Grand Commander of the Grand Command- 
uid Rhode Island in 1881 and 1882. 
sonic record should be an example to all lovers of the Craft. 
His unswerving zeal in the interest of Masonry is evinced by the 
esteem in which he was held by his brethren. He regarded Masonic 
office as an important trust, in the execution of which the utmost fidel- 
ity was to be observed. As a citizen he commanded the respect of all 
he came in contact with. His long residence in Charlestown made him 
a familiar personage to all. He was ever ready to forward all good 
works, both within and without the church. 

Mr. Kent was an active member in the Unitarian Church, and took 
great interest in all of its concerns.

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The committee hardly feel like intruding on the privacy of the do- 
mestic life of our brother, which life has been so suddenly sundered, 

Past Rt. Em. Sir Knight Kent leaves to mourn his memory a widow 
and one daughter, and we extend to them the sinecre syinj suthye of true 
Knights Templars in their great sorrow, and commend them to the 
All Wise Providence who has us all in its keeping. 

In this brief manner have the Committee endeavored to give a record 
of Mr. Kent’s busy life. 

En. Sir Knight Kent will be missed not only by the Masonie Frater- 
nity, the Church, and by the citizens of Charlestown, but by the 
thousands one meets in the daily walks of life. , 

To quote a few lines from the Committee who prepared the Memo- 
riam of Past Rt. Em. Sir Knight Gardner, and which seems equally 
appropriate for Past Rt. Em. Sir Knight Kent : 

“But our Brother has gone from us. He has given his louors to 
the world again and sleeps in peace. He has left us to chase for a little 
while longer ‘the shadows which he has exchanged for sublime reali- 
ties ; and we, as Masons, for all the interchange of kindness, for all the 
cordial intercourse of private life, for all the acts of co6peration in be- 
half of our ancient institution, offer to his memory the lovine tribute

Our Brother, Sir Knight Fay, was the son of Wyman and Mary 
Gleason Fay. Born in Grafton, Feb. 9, 1884, he died ats Weymoutit 
Mass., Feb. 5, 1889. Early entering upon the practice of medicine he 
removed to East Weymouth in 1857, where he built up an axten 7 
practice, and attained a widespread reputation as a skillful and aude on 
ful physician. Tor several years he was a member of the school boast 

ard, 
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also 2 member of the board of selectmen and overseer of the poor of 
Weymouth. In the fall of 1856 he was married to Jane Lu. Morey of 
Worcester, who died April Ist, 188 To them were born six children, 
five of whom are now living, two sons and three daughters. Sir Knight 
Fay received the degree of Master Mason in Orphan’s Hope Lodge of 
Weymouth, June Ist, 1859, that of Royal Arch Mason in Pilgrim Royal 
Arch Chapter of Abington, Feb. 18, 1864, and the Order of the Temple 
and Malta in Old Colony Commandery, April 15th, the same year. He 
was a charter member of South Shore Commandery of Weymouth, its 
first Generalissimo, and its Eminent Commander in 1874-5, and 1876. 
Tn 1883 and 1884 he was the Grand Generalissimo. of this Grand Com- 
mandery and one of its -representatives to the Grand Eneampment at 
San Francisco in 1883. He was a member of Mount Olivet Chapter of 
Rose Croix and of Massachusetts Consistory, 8. P. R. S. of the 32d 
degree of the Ancient and Aecepted Rite, and held the oftice of Tius- 
trious Minister of State and Grand Orator in the latter body at the 
time of his decease. He was an honored member of Crescent Lodge 
of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows and of Pilgrim Lodge, 
Knights of Honor. His funeral which was held at the Congregational 
Church, rgely attended, all the local organizations being present, 
the Medical Association of which he was a member, and delegations 
from other Masonic bodies with which he was associated.

applied to the committee therefor have been a: gned quarters. 

? Eighteen Subordinate Commanderies have secured quarters in Wash- 
ington during the Conclaye, namely : St. John’s, Washington, Spring- 
field, Holy Sepulchre, Calyary, Narragansett, Boston, Worcester 
County, Palesti ne, Haverhill, Old Colony, Sutton, Bethany, Hugh 
de Payens, Woonsocket, William Parkman, Bristol and Olivet ; and 
others are expected to participate. These Commanderies will unite on 
the day of the Grand Parade and form “'The Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island Battalion of Knights Templars,” which will be under the eom- 
mand of Very Em. Sir Samuel C. Lawrence, Past Deputy Grand Com- 
mander, who will hold himself and the Battalion subject at all times 


as previously reported, 
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to the orders of the Right Eminent Grand Commander. Present indi- 
cations warrant an estimate of the strength of the Battalion to be six- 
teen hundred Sir Knights, with several bands of music. 

The Committee have made the following arrangements for transpor- 
tion : Leaye for New York Saturday, Octobe by Fall River Line of 
steamers ; supper and breakfast on steamer. Leave Jersey City Sun- 
day A. M. by special trains, run twenty minntes apart, arriving in 
Washington six hours after leaving Jersey City, by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. Returning, leave Washington Friday A. M., October 11th, 
by same route to Jersey City, thence by transfer to Fall River Line of 
steamers. Supper and breakfast on steamer, arriving home Saturday 
A. M. the 12th. ‘Tickets for the round trip, including meals on boat, 
twelve dollars, but the number travelling on this schedule must be five 
hundred or more in a body. The return tickets on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad will be good until October 16th, but the passage on the Fall 
River Line will be forfeited unless five hundred tickets are represented 
on the trip. All available staterooms will be secured and turned over 
to the several Em. Commanders pro rata for disposal to their respec- 
tive Commanderies on payment of regular price for the same. The de- 
_tails minutely set forth will be promulgated in due season for all to 
make the necessary preparation for the Pilgrimage. 

To suecessfully carry out the plans of the Committee and to dispense 
a dignified and courteous hospitality at headquarters during the 'Tri- 
ennial Conclave the Committee estimate that a sum not exceeding two 
thousand dollars will be required. They therefore ask that the sum of 
two thousand dollars be appropriated from the Treasury of this Grand 
Commandery to be expended in defraying the expenses of the Grand 
Couneil to, during, and from the Grand Conclave of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States, the rent and decoration of headquar- 
ters, the expenses of the Committee ineurred in making the neces- 
sary arrangements for the Pilgrimage, and a proper maintenance of 
Knightly courtesies and hospitalities at our headquarters during the 

Triennial Conclave. And that the Grand Treasurer be instructed to 

honor the Committee’s draft for that amount, the Committee to return 
to him proper vouchers for all amounts expended, also the unexpended 

balance, should there be any, in cash. 

Congratulating the R. E. Grand Commander and the Grand Com- 
mendery on the auspicious outlook for the Washington Pilgrimage, 
and urging unity of action, loyalty and knightly courtesy in all things, 
to the end that this the oldest Grand Commandery in the United States 
may be honored and respected wherever Knight Templarism is known, 
we respectfully submit our report.

Your Committee appointed at the Annual Conclave in October last to 
prescribe the uniform to be worn by the officers and Sir Knights be- 
longing to this jurisdiction, respectfully submit that, is cach of the 
forty-one Subordinate Commanderies are now equipped with nniforms 
or regalias duly authorized, the Committee do not think if desirable to 
suggest any radical change therein. 

The Committee recommend the adoption of the following, with the 
proviso that should any regulation hereinafter preseribed confliet with 
the regulations already adopted by any Commandery and approved by 
this Grand Commandery, such regulation be not obligatory unless Bre 
cepted by vote of said Commandery : 


FULL DRESS. 


} For Members of the Grand Commandery—Black Frock or Regula- 
tion Coat, Black Vest, Black Pantaloons, White Standing Shirt Coll 
Black Necktie, Sword, Belt, Shoulder Straps, Chapean and White 
Gloves. Mounted officers may wear Buff Gauntlets. 

Lor all other Officers and Sir Knights—Black Frock or Regulation 
Coat, Black Vest, Black Pantaloons, White Standing Shirt Collar, Black 
Necktie, Sword, Belt, Baldric, Chapeau, and But? Ganutlets or White 
Gloves, in conformity to the regulations of the Subordinate GCommand- 
eries to which they respectively belong. 


FATIGUE DRESS. 


‘ For all Officers and Sir Knights—Same as Full Dress, except that 
in place of Chapean the Fatigue Cap shall be worn. Gauntlets will not 
be worn when in Fatigue Dress.

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REGULATION COAT, 


For Members of the Grand Commandery (Generalissimos and 
Captain-Generals execpted)—A double-breasted frock coat of black 
cloth, military cut, the skirt to extend from two-thirds to three-fourths 
the distance from the hip-joint to the bend of the knee. 

Buttons.—Two rows of black buttons on the breast, nine in each row, 
placed by threes, the buttons in each group equi-distant, and double 
that distanee between cach group,—the distance between the rows to 
he five and one-half inches at the top and four inches at the bottom, 
the line of buttons slightly eurved, making a distance of seven inches 
between the rows at the breast ; four buttons on the back and skirt of 
the coat, (two at the hip and one at the lower end of each side edge) ; 
two buttons on each sleeve. 

Side Edges to extend two-thirds the length of the skirt. 


Sleeves plain and finished without enfts. 

Collar—stand-up, not less than one nor more than one and one-half 
inches in height, to hook in front at the seam, and slope thence up and 
backward slightly ; corner square. 

Hdges plain. 

Trimmings.—Lining of the coat black, of the sleeves white; slightly 
oval 80 line buttons on the breast, and 20 line buttons on the sleeves, 
covered with black velvet ; collar lined with black silk or lasting. 

For Generatissimos, Captain-Genecrals and all other Ofjicers and 
Sir Knights.—The style of coat to be the same as for the Grand Officers, 
except that the coat shall be single-breasted, with nine slightly oval 
30 line buttons covered with black velvet on the front, placed equi-dis- 
tant. 


PANTS AND VEST. 


To be black, the material to correspond to that of the coat; the vest 
military cut, to button to the neck, with a narrow stand-up collar ; the 
buttons, flat black lasting. 


SHOULDER STRAPS. 


For Grand. Officers, so long as they remain in office—Bright red silk 
velvet, two inches wide by four inches long, ineluding a border one- 
fourth of an inch wide, embroidered in gold bullion, the Templar 
Gross embroidered in gold, with initials of rank, respectively, embroid- 
ered in silver (Old English Characters) across the front end of the strap. 

For Past Grand Commanders—Same as for Grand Officers, with 
initials “J. G. ©.” embroidered in silver (Ol English Charncers) across 
the front end. 

For Eminent Commanders—Emerald green silk velvet, one and one- 
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half inches wide by four inches long, including 2 border one 
an inch wide, embroidered in gold bullion ; the Passion Cre 
halo, embroidered in silver in the centre.

For Generalissimos—Same as for the Eminent Commander, with a 
Square surmounted by a Paschal Lamb embroidered in silver, in place 
of the Passion Cross, in the centre.

SLEEVE DEVICES. 


For Subordinate Oficers—As the statutes of the Grand Eneampment 
* and regulations of the Grand Commandery forbid the wearing of 
shoulder straps by any oflicer of a Commandery under the rank of Cap- 
tain-General, it is hereby provided that all subordinate officers—the 
following provision being adopted by the Commandery to whieh 
they belong—shall wear on both coat sleeves, half-way between the 
elbow and shoulder, a badge of office designating the rank they re- 
Spectively hold,—said badge to be in the form of a Shield, the same 
shape and size as that appended to a Grand Officer’s jewel, made on 
Dlack cloth, one and three-eighths inches wide at the top and one and 
five-eighths inches long, including a border embroidered in silver, one- 
eighth of an inch wide—the emblem of office embroidered in silver in 
the centre. 


BELT. 


For Members of the Grand Commandery, (Gencralissimos and 
Captain-Cenerats excepted) —A belt one and three-fourths inches 
wide, faced with gold (field officers), wire lace, fastened around the 
hody by a gold-plated belt-plate or clasp ; that for Grand Officers 30 
long as they remain in office, and Past Grand Commanders to line a 
Templar Cross in bright red enamel on its face, and for Eminent 
and Past Eminent Commanders a Passion Cross in bright red enamel 
surrounded by rays.

SWORD. 


For Officers of the Grand Commandery, Eminent and Past Com- 
manders—A straight two-edged blade of proper length to assume the 
position of ‘parade rest,” and not less than thirty-four inches inclusive 
of gold-plated metal seabbard and helmet head. The hilt should be of 
white ivory, bearing on the outer side, when sheathed, a Passion Cross 
with rays foran Eminent or Past Commander, and a Templar Cross 
for a Grand or Past Grand Commander. The owner’s monogram may 
be engraved on the opposite side. A Cross similar to that on the hilt, 
should appear on the outer side of the seabbard. A light chain should 
extend from the helmet head to the front end of the guard. 

For all other Officers and Sir Knights—The sword prescribed by the 
regulations of the Commandery to which they respectively belong. 


CHAPEAU, 


For Officers of the Grand Commandery and Past Grand Command- 
ers—A military chapeau of black silk plush, gossamer body, not exceed- 
ing 16 inches from point to point of brim, bearing on the low fan, 
which shall be on the right side, a black satin rosette three and one-half 
inches in diameter, surmounted by a Templar Cross two inches square, 
of bright red velvet, including edge embroidered in rough and dead 
gold bullion—the chapean to be slashed on both sides, front and rear, 
with black silk gimp two inches wide. Over the crown shall be worn 
one white and two black ostrich feathers. 

For all other Ofjiccrs and Sir Knights—The chapeau and trimmings

FATIGUE CAP. 


For the Grand Officers and Past Grand Commanders—To be of 
black broadcloth, navy style, the diameter at the top to be slightly less 
than at the base, the quarters not less than 14 or more than 13 inches 
high, and of the same height in front and at the back—the seam around 
the top made without a welt and stitched on each side. The band shall 
be 14 inches wide with a welt one-eighth of an inch in diameter at the 
top and bottom—the bottom welt to be one-eighth of an inch from the 
base of the eap. A band of lustrous black mohair braid shall be worn 
between the upper and lower welts. The visor shall be black patent 
leather with green underneath, moulded to shape, rounded and sloping 
downwards not less than 20° nor more than 30° from the horizontal.

GRAND STANDARD. 


The Grand Standard is of silk, six feet in height by four feet in 
width, the upper half black, the lower half white. On the centre of the 
Dlack field is displayed in colors a Templar Cross, supporting in its 
centre x facsimile of the seal of the Grand Commandery (Saint George 
and the Dragon.) On the dexter side of the cross is the Coat of Arms 
of the State of Massachusetts, and on the sinister side that of the State 
of Rhode Island. Over the above in letters of gold are the words 
“Grand Commandery of Kuights Templars and Appendant Orders of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island,” and under the Cross, ‘ Organized 
May 6th, 1805.” 

On the centre of the white field is a large Passion Cross of red silk 
velvet bordered with gold, and surrounded by rays. Upon the centre 
of the Gross is embroidered in gold the initials “I. N. R. 1.” Over t 
is the motto, ‘Zn Hoc Signo Vinces,” and on a blue ribbon artistically 
displayed across the lower arm, is the motto, «* Non nobis Domine, 
non nobis, sed Nomini tuo da Gloriam.” 

The back of the Standard is of green silk, in the centre of which is a 
star of seven points bearing a Greek Cross surrounded by the motto, 
“Magna est Veritas ct Prevalebit;” while above and below the star is 
displayed the name of the Grand Commandery. The bottom of each 
field is cut tripartite, and the borders trimmed with gold lace and deep 
bullion fringe. 

The Standard is suspended by nine rings from the eross-bar, upon 
which is mounted 2 Malta Cross surrounded by the motto: “ Mex re- 
gum dominus dominorum;” and above allis a gilded globe or ball 
supporting a Patriarchal Cross, crimson, edged with gold. 


BEAUSEANT, 


Of woolen or silk stuff; the upper half black, the lower half white; 
cut swallow tail; seventy-cight inches long, fifty-one inches to the fork, 
and thirty inches between the points of the tail, forty-five inches wide

on the staff; staff mounted by a battle axe. The fork of the swallow 
tail to be equi-distant from the top and bottom of the Benuseant. 
The edges to be trimmed with yellow silk fringe, and from the top of 
the staff a yellow cord with tassels appended. The length of the staff, 
which shall be jointed in the centre, to be nine feet, not including the 
battle axe. 

On the centre of the Beauseant shall be a bright red Templar Cross 
twelve inches square, including a border of gold, antl above and below 
it may be placed the name and location of the Commandery display- 
ing it.

GRAND RECORDER'S REPORT. 


To the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Ldhode 
Island, in Annual Conclave, October 80, 1889: 


It is quite possible that the historical matter detailed in 
this report will be of such present and future interest to this 
Grand Commandery, as to render apology for its volume un- 
necessary. 

The little things which go to make up a great history may, 
when standing alone and of themselves, pass into obscurity, 
thence into forgetfulness; I have, therefore, gathered some 
of these, not yet forgotten, and while other testimony may be 
had, for your information, as well as to simplify the labor of 
future efforts in reporting upon the class of property in the 
care of the Grand Recorder.

ARCHIVES. 


When I had the honor of being elected Grand Recorder, 
in October, 1869, the archives of this Grand Commandese 
consisted of the books of record to that date, and such papers, 
written and printed, as were contained in a land trunk, 16 
inches long, 94 inches wide, and 7 inches deep, outside meas- 
ure; about one-half of the contents of the trunk consisted o 
old manuscript documents, altogether too valuable to be so_ 
insecurely kept. This being made to appear, Grand Com- 
mandery yoted to procure a “Sarr,” reported in 1872 by 
Grand Commander Van Slyck, and this Safe, since then in 
the Grand Recorder's office, contains all manuscript doeu 
ments of permanent value, together with the records of this 
Grand Encampment, Grand Commandery since 1869, from its”

For reasons that impressed me, as prudential, I have kept [ 
duplicate copies of the records, since October, 1884. These 
have been carefully examined, and are duly attested by me as 
being correct. . 

One copy is in the Grand Commandery Safe; the other, by 
courtesy, is kept in the Safe of St. Andrew’s Chapter, under 
my care, in room 62, and is subject to my order. 


Tn 1873 I reported the important fact that I had secured 
the printed proceedings of twenty Grand Commanderies, in 
full. In 1874 two others were added. The difficulty of secur- 
ing complete files will be at once apparent to any one who has 
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tried—some vacancies still exist. The zealous brother who 
will make the supply needed is earnestly requested to do it. 


These vacancies in or wants of proceedings are of those of 
the older Grand Commanderies. I herewith present a state- 
ment of facts, showing also the number of bound volumes of 
printed proceedings of each Grand Commandery, beginning 
with those of this jurisdiction, in Eleyen Volumes, from 1805 
to 1888, inclusive. 


The proceedings of the Grand Encampment, U.S. A., are 
in Seven Volumes, the first two of which contain the organi- 
zation in 1816 to 1871, inclusive, and are highly valuable.

DIPLOMAS. 


In 1841, there was “entered according to act of Congress 
by Charles W. Moore, John B. Hammett and John J. Lor- 
ing, (Committee,) in the Clerk’s office of the District Court of 
Massachusetts, and published under the sanction of the 
Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Tsland,” a 
design for a Diploma; this was engraved on steel, and con- 
trolled by Boston Commandery, which body received all, 
moneys paid for diplomas during the existence of that steel 
plate. 


Because of this, all orders given to the Grand Recorder 
for diplomas, made it necessary that he should purchase of 
the Recorders of Boston Commandery, he paying therefor, 
and receiving, one dollar for each diploma. 


These sales were not considered a part of the financial 
business of the Grand Body, simply because the plate was 
owned as herein stated, and as far as I know, all diplomas 
printed from it were by order of Boston Commandery and 
sold accordingly. 


For convenience sake, I often purchased more than enough 
to fill any present order, assuming the risk of loss, but selling 
to order, until the destruction of the plate by the great fire in 
Boston, in November, 1872, when I concluded to hold what 
I had on hand to replace individual losses, if such there 
might be, because of that fire. I still own eight of those 
diplomas. 


The attention of Grand Commander Van Slyck being called 
to the subject, his action was prompt, as see in his address to 
Grand Commandery in May, 1878. He appointed Past Grand 
Commanders Winslow Lewis, Chas. W. Moore, and William

I paid the copyright fee for this diploma, January 13 
1875, and since that time, up to October 14, 188s, there wie 
printed the total number of diplomas, of 3,122, equal to a cash 
valuation of $3,156.00, those on parchment being sold at $2.00. 


During the same period, William Parkman, Grand Treas- 
Fe had been paid $1,266.00, and James H. Upham, Grand 
Teasurer, had been paid $1,588.00 for diplomas, as receipts 
given by those officers show, making a total paid of $2,854.00.

The death of M. EB. Sir Charles W. Moore, at the close of 
1873, left the work to his survivors, whose proverbially clear 
conception of duty needs only to be mentioned to show that 
their work was properly done. 


They desired to, and did compliment pe 
Masonic authorities with individual copies of the engraving: 
and their advice was held by the Grand Recorder to he oon 
authority for placing a limited number where official countess 
seemed to sanction it. 


It might have been wiser to have kept a record of persons 
and places, but the Committee’s example was followed by the 
Grand Recorder, in using their best judgment as Knights 
Templars.

As a matter of history, the Committee caused the design 
of the diploma of 1841, to be so varied as to put two circles 
in the new plate, where ‘Templar scenes appeared in the old 
one. These circles were made to be of the general tone of 
the engraving, and arranged for the seals, respectively, of a 
Commandery and the Grand Commandery. 

In one of these circles the seal of the Grand Commandery 
has alway sed, and this was done by advice of 
Past M. EB. Grand Master, Sir William §. Gardner, he being 
consulted by the Grand Recorder, before the Seal was affixed 
to a single diploma. 


No yariation from this has been made, except by request. 
CERTIFICATES. 

In October, 1876, I called attention to the advantage of 
certificates for pocket use. This grew from the facts that 
the Grand Recorder was often asked to sign diplomas, sold 
by dealers and that the profit on such sales, if any, should 
be to the Grand Commandery, which ought to control such 
documents issued or used within its jurisdiction. 

The form for this was electrotyped, at a cost of 52.00. The 
first certificates (three) were sold January 9, 1877, and the 
es have averaged about twenty-nine copies a year. 

By vote of Grand Commandery, the Grand Recorder is 
forbidden to sign any other similar documents.

RETURNS AND BINDING. 


Up to and including 1869, the returns were made on broad 
sheets. Those of that year are in my possession. In 1870 T 
prepared a new blank for returns in book form, and since 
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then the returns of each year have been bound, making nine- 
teen volumes, each of considerable bulk, but of greater his- 
toric value.

Three Preceptories in Melbourne, Victoria, hold their 
original Warrants from the Sovereign Great Priory of Can- 
ada. These met in Convention, October 10, 1887, and the 

Sovereign Great Priory of Victoria” was organized. 

The organization of these Priories was held by the Great 
Priory of England and Wales, to be an invasion of its juris- 
diction, and this resulted in a declaration by said Great 
Priory, of non intercourse with the Sovereien Great Prior, 
of Canada, and the ignoring of the existence of the Vietoxiaa 
Great Priory. So far as I am advised, this condition ‘of 
things still exists. 
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The Victorian body has published its proceedings, has 
issued a cireular letter, and addressed a copy to this Grand 
Commandery, asking recognition.

On Tuesday evening a grand reception was given by the Grand Com- 
mandery, during which the committee provided a bountiful collation 
for the hundreds who attended. 

The headquarters rooms were decorated in a manner alike dignified 
and proper, while an elaborate and appropriate decoration on the out- 
side of the Hotel announced the ‘‘Grand Commandery, Knights Tem- 
plars, Massachusetts and Rhode Island, organized 1805,” and suspended 
from a flag staff, over the main entrance to the Hotel, was the Bean- 
seant of the Grand Commandery, bearing the ‘appropriate cross. 

The rooms were often thronged with visitors, to whom, in the absence 
of the Grand Officers, your committee always extended a hearty wel- 
eome. Your committee provided hotel accommodations for all apply 
ing therefor, also transportation to and from Washington, and were 
fortunately able to perform all they had promised to do, in that line, 
without accident or delay.

Making seven Commanderies and two bands of musie, a total number 
of nearly seven hundred persons.

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Sir Kyicurs:—One year ago when your ballots placed me 
in this most honorable and responsible position, at the head 
of the oldest Grand Commandery of Knights Templars in 
the United States, I promised you that it should be my spe- 
cial care that our beloved Order should suffer no detriment 
at my hands, and that my best endeavors should be given 
for the upholding of its honor and for the prosperity of every 
Subordinate Commandery in our jurisdiction. How well I 
have kept my pledge it is for you to judge rather than my- 
self. If my administration has been even partially as sue- 
cessful as I desired it to be, it is because I have had the 
hearty and cordial support of both officers and Sir Knights, 
and the aid and blessing of that Divine Providence, which, 
far more than we generally acknowledge, shapes the affairs 
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of men and their various organizations, as well as those of 
nations. 

We have met to-day in the Eighty-third Annual Conclave 
of this Grand Body. If we look back a little more than four 
score years and see the organization of this Grand Encamp- 
ment, with a constituency of only three Encampments with 
a very meagre membership, and contrast that with its pres- 
ent list of forty-one Subordinate Commanderies, numbering 
on their rolls more than 8,000 Sir Knights, we may well ex- 
claim “what hath God wrought,” for without His blessing 
such a result could hardly have been attained. Yet if we 
take a careful and critical survey of the men who were the 
leaders in the formation of the Grand Encampment, and 
thoughtfully consider the principles of the Order under 
whose banners they had enlisted and to whose service they 
were pledged, the glorious realization of to-day might almost 
have been foretold. Thomas Smith Webb, Henry Fowle, 
Jonathan Gage, William Wilkinson, John Carlisle, Peter 
Grinnell, and their successors, John James Loring, Abraham 
Annis Dame, Charles Whitlock Moore, James Hutchison, 
Winslow Lewis, and a host of other worthies, have carried 
the banners of our Order through storm and sunshine, 
through evil as well as good report, never faltering at ob- 
stacles or disheartened by opposition, but ever pressing for- 
ward, with eyes fixed upon our sacred emblem, and hearts 
chanting the legend which surrounds it, “In hoe signe 
vinces.”’ We are reaping the results of their labors and a: 
joying the rich fruitage of which they saw only the bud. 
Let us emulate their virtues and walk in their footsteps, 8° 
that we too may eventually receive the same grateful wel- 
come, “well done, good and faithful servant.” y 

Before I lay aside the jewel which I have worn this year 
with so much pride, it is my duty to render to you an account 
of my stewardship. 

The year has been an eyentful one in the history of our 
Order, harmony and prosperity have prevailed very generally 
among our Subordinates. More Sir Knights have been cre- 
ated in this jurisdiction than ever before in a single year, 
while the losses by death and other causes have been un- 
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usually small, the net gain in membership aggregating about 
four hundred. 


NECROLOGICAL. 


In my semi-annual address in May last, [ alluded to the 
death of R. B. William H. Kent, Past Grand Commander, 
Em. Sir George W. Fay, Past Grand Generalissimo, and 
Em. Sir James M. Pendleton. The only other members of 
this Grand Body that have been called away from us during 
the year are Em. Sir Amos A. Pevey, Past Commander of 
Woonsocket; Em. Sir Joseph Bedlow, Past Commander of 
Pilerim; Em. Sir Henry A. Brown, Past Commander of 
Winslow Lewis, making a total loss by death of only six out 
of a membership of 360. In our forty-one Subordinate Com- 
manderies with more than 8,000 members, only 108 have died, 
a remarkably small percentage. Among these were miiny 
valiant and able Sir Knights, whose loss will be greatly felt, 
though they never filled official positions. I will specify but 
two, Sir Charles R. Cutler of Warren, and Sir Lyman Klapp 
of Providence. Both had been Grand Masters of Masons in 
Rhode Island. They were true and courteous Knights of 
marked: ability though they never had held the position of 
Eminent Commander. 

DISPENSATIONS. 


During the year I have issued some eighty Dispensations 
of the usual character, viz:—to act as escort upon Masonic 
Occasions, for the interchange of courtesies between Com- 
thanderies, to attend the Triennial Conclave, to re ive appli- 
cations and ballot thereon in less than the constitutional 
time, and to change the time of holding annual conclaves, 
rendered necessary by that event. Care has been taken that 
the privileges granted,should not be abused, nor made the 
Occasion of impairing any of the rights of the members of 
the Commanderies. : 


VISITATIONS. 


It would neither be interesting or profitable, to detail the 
many occasions on which I have been privileged to meet our 
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Sir Knights in their several Asylums, listen to the work and 
enjoy their hospitalities. I have visited nearly one-half of 
our Commanderies, and should have been very ready to have 
yesponded to the many invitations I have received but not 
accepted, if circumstances would have permitted. From my 
own observation as well as from the reports made to me by 
the visiting officers, I can but draw the conclusion that our 
Order in this jurisdiction was never more harmonious or 
prosperous. 


FINANCES. 


From the report of the Trustees of the Grand Fund it will 
be seen that the Grand Fund has been increased something 
over three hundred dollars. From the report of the Grand 
Treasurer it appears that notwithstanding the expenses inci- 
dent upon the Triennial Conclave, the receipts have been but 
about two hundred dollars less than the expenditures. 


DECISIONS. 


IT have been asked many questions relating to Templar 
law and usage, but generally a reference to our Constitution 
and Decisions or to the Code of Statutes of the Grand En- 
campment has been sufficient to answer or explain them. 
One case, however, I will present for your consideration. 

In June, 1889, Sir Wm. P. Gannett of Providence, entered 
a complaint against De Molay Commandery of Boston, of 
which he was formerly a member, asserting that he had been 
discharged for non-payment of dues without receiving due 
notice that action was to be taken upon his case, and that 
said Commandery had refused to restore him to membership, 
although he had paid up all dues to the time of said dis- 
charge, and the Commandery had received and accepted the 
amount. I corresponded with the Em. Commander of De 
Molay and atter giving considerable time and thought to the 
case, decided to refer it to the Grand Commandery for their 
adjudication, believing it to be of too much importance to be 
decided by any one man. The whole question seems to 
centre upon these points, viz: did Sir Gannett have due and 
legal notice that action was to be taken upon his case; was 
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the action taken in accordance with Templar law, and what 
is the construction to be placed upon the word “discharged ” 
as found in the By-Laws of De Molay Commandery, as that 
word is not found either in our Constitution or Laws, or in 
the Code of Statutes of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, in a similar connection. 

I therefore recommend that a Committee of three be ap- 
pointed to whom the papers and the whole matter shall be 
referred, with instructions to report hereafter. I herewith 
submit the papers. 

BY-LAWS. 


T have noticed in the By-Laws of some of our Subordi- 
nates, provisions contrary to or varying from the present 
Templar law, as defined by Decisions and the Code of Stat- 
utes. While, of course, these provisions are null and void 
Where opposed to the law, yet they may sometimes mislead 
those who are not well informed, and I would sugeest the 
advisability of an examination by the several Em. Command- 
ers, with the view to making the proper changes should any 


be needed. 


SHOULDER STRAPS. 


R. B. Grand Commander Caleb Saunders, in 1884, made 
the following decision, which is in accord with the Code of 
Statutes: “That no ofticers of a Commandery are entitled to 
Wear shoulder-straps, except the Em. Commander, General- 
issimo and Captain-General.” This decision was approved 
by the Grand Commandery and incorporated in its Digest. 
It is, however, true that in some of our Subordinate Com- 
manderieg shoulder-straps are worn by every officer down to 
the Guards. Though perhaps an insignificant inatter, yet it 
seems to me that the law should be respected and obeyed, 
and I therefore bring it to your attention.

TWENTY-FOURTH TRIENNIAL CONCLAVE. 


The Twenty-Fourth Triennial Conclave of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States was held at Washington, D. 
C., commencing on the 8th day of October and continuing 
four days. As the proceedings were of more than ordinary 
interest and importance to the general welfare of the Order 
throughout the country, you will permit me to give a little 
more time than usual to the subject. 

The parade on Tuesday. when the Grand Master and the 
Grand Encampment were escorted to Masonic building where 
the Conclave was held, was without doubt the finest Templar 
display ever seen in this country, and took place under the 
most favorable auspices. The day was delightfully clear and 
cool; the pavements were smooth and clean, while the broad 
avenues and streets of the capital city gave ample room for 
the display of proficiency in tactics and drill. There were 
over twenty-one thousand Sir Knights in line, with one hun- 
dred and four bands of music, and the column which was re- 
viewed by the President of the United States and afterwards 
by the Grand Master, was three and one-third hours in pass- 
mg a giyen point. 

Tn this pageant our own Sir Knights took no inferior or 
Secondary position, either in numbers, appearance or disci- 
pline, Although the Second Division, yet as the First Divi- 
Slon was composed almost wholly of carriages, it was the first 
marching Division, and under the direction of R. Em. Sir 
Nicholas Van Slyck as Marshal, with V. Em. Sir Samuel C. 
Lawrence as Chief-of-Staff and the following Staff: R. EB. Sir 
George H. Burnham, E. Sir Henry A. Pierce, E. Sir Wm. R. 
Walker, Sir Daniel W. Lawrence, Sir John Mack, Sir James 
A. Fox, E, Sir Charles E. Pierce, E. Sir Solomon A. Bolster, 
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it was in its appointed position so promptly that fifteen min- 
utes before the time for the column to move the Chief Mar- 
shal was notified “that the Second Division was in line and 
ready to move.” When the order was given it moved 
promptly and kept its organization complete, until after it 
passed in review before the Grand Master, when it was 
dismissed. With its beautiful banner on the right, our 
Grand Commandery and its seventeen Subordinates attracted 
no little attention, and was the recipient of many compli- 
mentary notices. 

I am aware that the impression is quite general that the 
most of the members of the Grand Encampment spend their 
time in excursions, parades, receptions and junkettings gen- 
erally, to the neglect of the business which they are sent 
there to transact. It is quite customary to indulge in whole- 
sale denunciations of those Sir Knights who constitute that 
Grand Body, and these denunciations almost always come 
from those who know little or nothing of the matter. While 
it is true that.the great body of Sir Knights who attend the 
Triennials and make up the grand parade do go for the pur- 
pose of seeing the sights and enjoying the festivities, yet it 
is a slander to say that the business of the Grand Encamp- 
ment is neglected by a majority or even by a very small 
minority of its members. On the contrary, almost every 
member of the Grand Body was present at all or nearly all 
of its four days’ sessions. I can assure you that your repre- 
sentatives attended closely and promptly to the duties de- 
yolved upon them by you, and I take this opportunity to bear 
witness to their faithfulness. 

The principal matters that came before the Conclave were 
the amendments to the Constitution and Code, the decisions 
of the Grand Master, the Iowa trouble, and the amendments 
to the Ritual. 

The decisions of the Grand Master, which were mostly upon 
comparatively unimportant questions, were sustained with the 
exception of No. VII to which was added an explanatory 
clause, and No. XIII which was disagreed to. 

The only amendment to the Conistitution which was adopt- 
ed was an addition to Section 43 of Article III, giving the 
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State Grand Commanderies in addition to the power they now 
possess to constitute new Commanderies, the authority “to 
ordain and prescribe regulations for their government, pro- 
vided they are not in conflict with the Code of Statutes of 
the Grand Encampment.” 

In relation to the Code of Statutes the only action taken 
was to adopt the entire Code and Digest of Laws as printed 
and distributed in April, 1889, as a summary of all the Stat- 
utes and Edicts in force. 

The report of Grand Master Roome upon the Iowa trouble 
was referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence, and a very 
able and lengthy report was made by the Chairman, Past 
Grand Master Hopkins. A summary of the report is about 
as follows: The Ritual of the Red Cross and Templar Orders 
was declared to. have been legally adopted at St. Louis in 
1886. Grand Commander Dewey of Iowa was wrong in 
ordering the adopted Rituals that had been distributed 
among his Subordinates to be returned. The Grand Com- 
mandery of Iowa was wrong in sustaining the action of their 
Grand Commander. Grand Commander Varnum was wrong 
in refusing to obey the order of the Grand Master which 
commanded him to re-issue the Rituals. Grand Master 
Roome was right in endeavoring to enforce his orders, but 
Punished the wrong parties, and finally it was declared that 
Towa had been punished sufficiently, the edict of the Grand 
Master declaring the “Grand Commandery of Iowa and all 
its Sir Knights in disloyalty and rebellion,” and prohibiting 
al Templar intercourse with them, was revoked, and the 
representatives of Iowa were admitted to seats in the Grand 
Body. Thus was happily ended what many feared would 
Prove a serious and lasting injury to the interest of Knight 
Templarism generally. 

The subject of the Ritual was taken up almost immediately 
after the opening of the Conclave and was referred to a Com- 
mittee of one from each Grand Jurisdiction, said Committee 
to he selected by its representatives. All amendments to the 
Ritual were referred to this Committee and it was instructed 
to report to the Grand Encampment before the close of the 
Conclave. 
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The Committee met at once, organized by choosing Grand 
Commander Joseph A. Locke of Maine, Chairman, and 
Grand Commander George C. Connor of Tennessee, Secre- 
tary. Tts sessions were held from 8 o’clock, A. M. to 6 P. M., 
and were fully attended. The only complete Ritual pre- 
sented wis the one prepared by the Committee of this Grand 
Body and approved in May last. It was voted to take up 
this Ritual and proceed to read it, each portion to which any 
objection was made to be checked and afterwards taken up. 
But after two lengthy sessions it was found that there was 
no prospect of an agreement upon any complete Ritual. Tt 
was therefore voted to divide the Ritual into two parts to be 
denominated “essentials” and “ceremonials.” The “essen-- 
tials” were to be obligatory and binding upon all Grand and 
Subordinate Commanderies, 

These “essentials” were declared to be: The Constitu- 
tional number required to form and open a Council of 
Knights of the Red Cross or a Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plars; this was fixed at uine Sir Knights. The ripture 
lessons. ‘The position at the altar. The vows or obligations. 
The preliminary questions. The profession or declaration. 
The libations. The sig 

These “essentials” were consideredl and defined, and are 
to be written out in full and a manuscript copy to be fur- 
nished to each Grand Commandery as a guide. A sufficient 
number of copies of the same for the Subordinate Command- 
eries are to be printed in cypher, and with the manuscript 
copies are to be delivered to the Grand Recorder on or be- 
fore the first day of January next. The Grand Recorder is 
to distribute them to the Grand Commanderies within thirty 
days after their receipt by him. It was also decided that the 
star on the Red Cross banner should have seven points. 

It was then voted that all portions of the present standard. 
Ritual not incorporated into or mentioned as “es: sntials” 
should be deemed “ceremonials,” and be repealed. The 
whole matter of the “ceremonials” was relegated to the sev- 
eral Grand Jurisdictions to arrange and prepare as they 
might deem best. 

It was also voted that the Committee on Ritual be con- 


ns, evips, passes, cuts and words. 
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tinued, and that each Grand Jurisdiction be requested to 
prepare and present to the Secretary, a complete Ritual em- 
bodying the “essentials” as adopted, together with such 
“ceremonials” as they might determine to recommend. Said 
Rituals to be prepared and presented at least one year before 
the next Triennial Conclave. The Committee is directed to 
meet one week previously to the time of the next Triennial, 
and, if possible, unite upon a Ritual to be submitted to the 
Grand Encampment. 

Tt will thus be seen that as soon as the “essentials” are 
promulgated, we shall no longer be obliged to use a Ritual, 
some portions of which are very distasteful to many of our 
Sir Knights. This action of the Grand Body, I have no 
doubt, will be generally acceptable throughout the country. 

In this connection I would add that the impression pre- 
vails to a very great extent, I may say almost universally 
outside of New England, that the Ritual adopted in 1886 was 
the Massachusetts Ritual as presented at San Francisco in 
1883 by Grand Master Benjamin Dean. Sir Carson of Ohio, 

Chairman of the Committee that reported the Ritual which 
has now been virtually repealed, claims that it was copied 
exactly from the Massachusetts work, and at the present ses- 
sion ar the Grand Encampment offered a resolution for the 
appointment of a committee to examine and compare the two 
and report. The committee that was appointed did not, so 
faras L could ascertain, give notice of their meeting to any 
Member of this jurisdiction, and ina short time they reported 
that the Ritual, as given to the Committee by Grand Master 

ean, was in the form of lectures or questions and answers, 
and the work of the cominittee was “to revise and arrange 
the same in dramatic form with proper rubrics adapted for 
Practical use.” They further reported that they had com- 
pared the Ritual with the manusc ‘ipt, and that it was essen- 
tially the same. The committee probably reported to the 
best of their knowledge, but we of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island know that the variations, transpositions, additions and 
omissions can be numbered by the hundred, and we deny 
that it ever was the correct work of this jurisdiction. 

Th view of the action of the Grand Encampment, I would

recommend the appointment of a Committee on Ritual to 
prepare a complete working Ritual embodying the “essen- 
tials” as adopted by the Grand Body, and to present the 
same at the Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Body in 
May nest, or at a special conclave to be called for that pur- 
pose, for adoption. When adopted by this Grand Body a 
copy to be forwarded to the Committee of the Grand En- 
campment, as requested. i 

There were several appeals presented to the Grand En- 
campment by Subordinate Commanderies from their State 
Grand Commanderies. In all these cases the Grand En- 
campment decided that it had no power to interfere in any 
disputes or controversies between a Grand Commandery and 
its Subordinates. 

The Grand Encampment also took action upon another 
matter which has been a grievance to many Sir Knights, and 


Voted, That on the occasion of Templar parades or times of parade, 
there shall he no badges, jewels, or emblems worn upon the person ex- 
cept those of a Masonic character.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In view of the increased amount of correspondence re- 
quired of the Grand Commander, the many calls to visit 
Subordinate Commanderies, and various small expenses he 
is obliged to incur in the faithful discharge of the duties of 
his office, I recommend that hereafter an annual allowance 
be made of one hundred dollars to the Grand Commander to 
defray such expenses.

REPORT ON FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 


To the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island: 


The Committee have followed the plan of their two prior 
reports, by reviewing the proceedings of the several Grand 
Commanderies in alphabetical order, and affixing the initial 
letter of their respective names to each member's work. 

A variation from this method was considered, but it was 
thought quite possible that contingent facts were in favor of 
the arrangement as herein presented,

ALABAMA, 1888, 


The Twenty-Kighth Annual Conclave Was held in the new 
city of Birmingham, May 16th and 17th, 1888. John D. Wil- 
kins, Grand Commander, who among other stall expressed 
things in his address, said : ‘ is

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The address included a full detail of his action on such 
Templar matters as received his attention, and the satistac- 
tory assurance that all the Commanderies were in a good and 
healthy condition. The number in working order appears 
to be six, reporting a membership of 220. 

The Committee on doings of Grand Officers disagreed 
with the “R. BE. Grand Commander in considering the ex- 
pense of the Report on Foreign Correspondence a useless 
one; and recommended that a new Committee be appointed, 
(in place of Sir Knight Sayre, deceased), and that the reports 
be continued as heretofore.” This recommendation was 
adopted. 

R. E. Sir Henry C. Davidson, Montgomery, was elected 
Grand Commander, and he appointed Sir George I. Moore, 
of the same city, a Committee on Correspondence, with a re- 
quest that he prepare a report for the year 1887; this was 
done and the report, though brief is an intelligent one and 
well constructed. He speaks of the handsoine face of Sir 
Knight Chapin, and quotes briefly from his address, without 
comment. Evidently he will not be pressed into service so 
suddenly for his next report. 

An address, delivered at Birmingham, May 16th, by 1. Sir 
Joseph L. Tucker, D. D., Grand Prelate, is appended to the 
proceedings, and this is well characterized, as “ beautiful 
and instructive.” .

ARKANSAS, 1889. 


The Seventeenth Annual Conclave was held in Little Rock, 
April 23d and 24th, 1889, George L. Kimball, Grand Com- 
mander, The chair of the Deputy Grand Commander was 
vacant, a reminder then, as it always will be, of citizenship 
outraged by the assassination of John Middleton Clayton, 
at Plummerville, Arkansas, January 29, 1889. V.. Eu. Sir 
Knight Clayton was beloved and trusted by his brother Sir 
Knights, who had elected him to the second place of honor

in their gift. The Grand Commander spoke of it as “a 
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tragedy which electrified civilized humanity with horror and 
fell like a pall of gloom upon the hearts of all our member- 
ship.” 

Commanderies representing sixty-seven per cent. of the 
membership in the State escorted the remains to the tomb 
in Pine Bluff, where the Templar burial service was per- 
formed. 

Templar duty in Arkansas is severe, as it appears the 
Grand Commander had to travel 212 miles by rail, 45 miles 
by stage coach and 110 miles by private loomeremne) in order 
to constitute St. Aldemar Commandery, No. 10. at Harrison 
Boone County. caer a ot :

With this prediction all can heartily coneur, and yet not 
reach so happy avesult. The Grand Ene: ee oa Be y re~ 
vise its ritual and the representatives ma Spr nae of 
their own preference, for the sake of cone Laericead 
but the several State jurisdictions may Wah rena as readily. 
There are members of the Grand ‘Eneapment and many 
more who are not, who believe in the light of experience in 
ritual mending, that the wisest course rill be he fees upon 
the modes of recognition, set up the skeleton, if this will con- 
vey the thought, and then leave it to the Gund Gommand- 
eries, each in their respective jurisdictions to fill out the body 
of the work to its own liking. The vitual in pebenneonry has 
always been highly sensitive, and this is demonstrated ‘to be 
true beyond. a doubt in the orders of Knighthood “What- 
ever invites refusal and resistance, and Tees salon of non- 
intercourse cannot be best for the ends net at. 

Grand Commandery resolved that the ritual ‘es unsatisfac- 
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tory in many particulars, and to memorialize Grand Kneamp- 
ment “To amend it as to conform more nearly to the history 
and traditions of the Order.” 

The Grand Commander says, 


“Tt isa pleasure to report that the general condition of the Order 
in this Grand Jurisdiction is prosperous. * * * The outlook for 
the future is very encouraging.” 


A neat and comprehensive report on Correspondence, of 
35 closely printed pages, by Sir Alfred A. Tufts, was pre- 
sented. He notices with approval the vote on procuring 
and wearing uniforms—and thinks the way is “To provide 
by local by-laws that money shall be paid for uniforms when, 
or before, the orders are conferred.” 

Possibly such a rule would be cheerfully obeyed some- 
where, but we do not know the location in Massachusetts or 
Rhode Island. We know of cases where Eminent Com- 
manders have tried to enforce a by-law to the effect that Sir 
Knights (members) without uniform, should not be admitted 
to the Asylum—with the effect of haying a good attendance 
in the rooms adjacent to but not in the Asylum. 

There is so much of the “will” and “won't” in human 
nature that somehow it crops out even among: Knights Tem- 
plars. Nevertheless there are Commanders who do get 
cheerful attention and full lines, in uniform too. Come Sir 
Knichts. 

That well known and talented Freemason, Logan H. Roots, 
is Grand Commander, James A. Henry is Grand Recorder, 
both of Little Rock.

CALIFORNIA, 1889. 


The Thirty-First Annual Conclave was held in San Iran- 
cisco, April 18th, 1889, Tristam Burges, Grand Commander, 
who in the opening of his effective address, said: 


“Tt affords me sincere pleasure to congratulate you upon the pros- 
perity and harmony which has characterized the progress of our Order 
during the past year. Not only in our own jurisdiction, but through- 
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out our beloved country, has Templarism pursued its silent and on- 
ward mareh, freighted with the richest blessings of love and happiness 
fo all who have taken shelter under its banner, Having for its basis a 
firm trust in the Almighty, and requiring from its members sincere 
faith in the great truths of Christianity as a preliminary condition of 
their membership, it cnn only fail of being a constant and eflicient ally 
of the great civili influences of the world by the recusancy of its 
sworn supporters, or the assaults of those who, like its earliest enemies, 
attack it because of the dissemination of its moral and Christian in- 
struction.” 


Tn reporting his decisions, he had decided that a “dimit 
for affiliation by an Towa Sir Knight could not he received” 
in his jurisdiction—but this he reversed after correspondence 
with Grand Master Roome, who wrote under date of Jan. 19 
1889, “That the force of his edict did not extend so far” 
but, “The only effect of the edict is to interdict ‘Templar in- 
tercourse between Sir Knights subject thereto (Iowa) and 
other Templars and Templar Bodies throughout the United 
States.” 7 

Following this the Commanderies concerned were told 
they could veecive a dimit from an Towa Sir Knight for afiili-

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“We will tell you, Frater Ranney, what they are. They are a part 
of the great majority of Knights Templar of the United States, who 
look with contempt upon the stuff, by courtesy called a ritual, which a 
small minority of the Grand Encampment are trying to foree down 
their throats. Many of the Grand Commanderies, for the sake of peace, 
have swallowed the dose; but a day of reckoning will come, and those 
who haye taken the nauseous prescription will spew it ont of their 


mouths. You say you are proud of the action of the Grand Master in 
depriving some 6,000 true and loyal Knights mplar of their rights 


and privileges in the Order without a hearing and without warrant of 
law. If so, you are proud of an act which disgrace to American 
Templarism, an unwarrantable assumption of arbitra r, having 
no foundation in law or precedent. ‘The Great Templar heart of Amer- 
ica beats in sympathy with Iowa, and will see that justice is done 
though the heavens fall. Free America will not tolerate autocrats, nor 
her citizens submit to the tyrannical acts of any ruler unsupported by 
law, be he whom it may. 

When the Grand Master or the Grand Encampment attempts to force 
upon the great body of Templars an objectionable ritual, and assumes 
the power to declare the Knights of an entire jurisdiction in contempt 
and rebellion because their officers refuse to submit to the infliction, 
the Grand Encampment may write upon its banners, functus officis, 
sie semper tyrannis; or Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin.”

This opinion is reinforced in his review of Mississippi, as 
follow 


“We leave the subject without further comment, being firm in the 
conviction, after careful consideration, that the J/°. /.°. Grand Mas- 
ter, in declaring the Grand Commandery of Towa and all Sir Knights 
of its obedience, to bein a state of disloyalty and rebellion, and inter- 
dicting all intercourse between them and the loyal Sir Knights of the 
Union, has assumed an autocratic power, not vested in him’ by the 
Constitution of the Grand Encampment of the United States, its stat- 
utes or edicts.”

We have always regarded E. Sir Knight Caswell as one 
who fully understands the meaning and use of language, for 
which reason, we conclude that fair warning has been given 
to succeeding Grand Masters to be considerate in the exer- 
cise of power.

The Thirteenth Annual Couclave was held in Denver, 
Sept. 21, 1888, Aaron Gove, Grand Commander, presiding. 
His address is a business one, in which he deals out facts, 
which show a good condition of Templar affairs at home, 
and a due regard for the Order in general. 

A resolution was adopted by Colorado Commandery, look- 
ing to the fulfillment of their desire to have the Grand En- 
campment meet in Denver in 1892, and a strong committee 
was appointed by Grand Commandery to aid the plan. 

A subsequent resolution authorized the Grand Commander 
to organize a Colorado Battalion to attend the Triennial at 
Washington. 

This Body has been wrestling with the uniform question, 
successfully, finally, but with consideration, as may be seen 
in the following : 


“Tt is not intended to make the wearing of the regulation coat oblig 
atory. A frock coat of black cloth in the usual style may be worn. 
ts hereafter procuring uniforms shall conform to the 
foregoing requirements.” 


These requirements are similar to those adopted in Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, but of less volume and detail. 

The business of this Body seems to have been so well con- 
conducted that extended comment is unnecessary. The pro- 
ceedings, neatly and handsomely issued, show the jurisdiction 
to be prosperous.

Wuereas, This Grand Commandery views with alarm the tendency 
to centralization of power manifested by the Grand neampment of 
the United States, as evinced by its numerons and minute By-Laws and 
Permanent Resolutions, as well as by the power assumed by its Grand 
officers. 

While we believe it right and proper for the Grand Encampment to 
adopt and recommend a ritual for the sake of uniformity in the work of 
the order, we question the expediency of that body enforcing its adop- 
tion by the several Grand Commanderies, and believing that all Grand 
bodies are in honor bound to preserve and uphold their independent 
rights and privileges; therefore be it 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the Grand Commandery the powers 
of the Grand Encampment of the United States should be restricted 
within proper bounds, and clearly defined. 

Resolved, That while we acknowledge our unqualified allegiance to 
the Grand Encampment we request our repr sentatives to use any 
honorable means to bring about the result indicated in the above 
resolution.

The Thirty-Second Annual Conclave was held in Chicago, 
October 23, 1888, Edward S. Mulliner, Grand Commander, 
and fifty-six Commanderies represented.

A fecling like that of a benediction must have attended the 
Grand Body during its session, because of the sense of peace, 
almost of peace “ that passeth understanding,” the act must 
have carried to the lately blind frater, whose pen, voice and 
life had been eloquent in Freemasonry. The Sir Knight at- 
tended on the second day of the Session, and it is needless 
to say the scene at his reception must have been affecting, 
as it was impressive.

Tn his address the Grand Commander 


said: 


“The year now closing is not conspicuous for any remarkable event 
in the templar history of the State, but rather distinguished for the 
uniform peace, quiet and harmony whieh haye happily prevailed 
throughout the jurisdiction. 

The disposition generally evinced by the Kniehts Templar of Tllinois 
to obey existing laws and edicts, and to cheerfully eontorm to the 
statutes of the order as construed by recognized Fatitiacti; designates 
them as a body of men entitled to profound respect and admiration. 

A reasonably prosperous year has been added to the history of ou" 
Grand Commandery through the prosperity of its Riorainates: whose 
activity and average growth is subject for congratulation.”

This question has been often presented to Eminent Com- 
manders, and to a limited extent, in Grand Commandery, 
Massachusets and Rhode Island. We do not recall that the 
limit has been so closely defined as in Llinois, possibly the 
reasons have not been so pressing. 

The work of R. E. Sir Knight Mulliner was approved by 
special gifts—and by a vote of thanks for the satisfactory 
and impartial manner in which he performed his duty. 

Tf our count is right, the Grand Commandery of Illinois 
has twenty-two Past Grand Commanders living—of these 
twenty were present, and active on committee and incidental 
work. The session was a busy one, but as one may infer, it 
was well directed and busy. To cover expense of represen- 
tation and headquarters of Grand Commandery at the Trien- 
nial Conclave in Washington a sum not exceeding $2500, was 
designated. Liberal in matters of finance, the Grand Re- 
corde ts $600 per annum, and $260 as office rent; other 
bills paid seem to be in proportion. 

The Report on Correspondence by Sir Knight Ramey is 
a very inviting one, so much so that we are at a loss how to 
deal with it. He quotes freely—he gave the report of the 
Grand Recorder of Massachusetts and Rhode Island an “ad- 
mirable” compliment, and quoted freely from it—Thank you 
for Chapman—He had a trifle of “ trouble to fix localities, in 
common with Indiana-—but a look at the printed proceedings 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, for thirteen or fourteen 
years last past, under “ of Subordinate Commanderies ”—see 
pages 92 and 93, Pro, 1888—will relieve that trouble about

A revised Constitution was adopted, from which we have 
not space to quote satisfactorily. It is much longer than 
that of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, going more into 
detail. Sec. 2 of Article VITI, makes “ Ascension Day ” an 
anniversary. 

For non-payment of dues, we read in Sec. 3, same Article, 
“The only punishment for non-payment of dues is indefinite 
suspension.” 

A Resolution adopted, thanking the retiring Grand Com- 
mander for the able and faithful performance of his duty. 

Past R. E. Sir N. R. Ruckle made the Report on Corre- 
spondence, in which he reviewed the proceedings of thirty- 
seven Grand Commanderies, counting England and Wales. 
It covers 135 closely printed pages, made up of liberal quo- 
tations from the proceedings reviewed, with such comments 
as——well as the E. Sir Knight knows how to make with good 
effect. 

Evidently the reviewer likes Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island well enough, but he does not agree ; he quotes fully 
from the report on “ Reciprocal Relations” (proceedings 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island-1888), and that those con- 
cerned may understand his views we quote as follows : 
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“sTf a Grand Commandery which joined in the formation of the 
Grand Encampment has reserved rights ‘though not then specified,’ 
may it not be that the Subordinate Commanderies which united to 
form this Grand Commandery also have unspecified reserved rights. 
And if it is admitted that Grand Commanderies are not bound by the 
constitution their Representatives have made, must we not concede 
that Subordinates have the same right to deeline obedience to the 
Grand Constitutions that have been made for them. Tf we are to trace 
back for the source of power, must we not look for it in the Subordi- 
nates and not in the Grand Commanderies. 

We believe the great body of Templars are in favor of the regulation 
by the General Law of the very matters of membership, nomenclature, 
costume, tactics and Ritual which our Massachusetts Fraters demand 
shall be retained under the direct control of the Grand Commandery. 
It is the desire of every Templar that, wherever he may be, all his 
rights and privileges shall be regulated and prescribed by a general 
law, and not by the loeal custom, however ancient it may be. 

The claim that the ‘statutes, edicts,” ete., have no relation to or 
binding force over Grand Commanderies or the Subordinates allegiant 
to them, but apply only to the Commanderies subordinate to the Grand 
Encampment, could be paralleled only by a statement that the statutes 
of a Grand Commandery could apply only to the Commanderies under 
dispensation, and not to the chartered Commanderies,

When the Grand Encampment met in Baltimore in 1871, 
we heard the remark, “ Wait until we hear from young Lown.” 
Eighteen years have passed since that session, but the report 
of the Twenty-Fifth Annual Conclave, held in Cedar Rapids, 
October 18, 1888, comes to us bright and good looking, with 
all of the old time vigor which called out the remark, made 
so long ago. 

Clark Varnum, Grand Commander, presided, and Clark 
Varnum was again elected to the high office, with which his 
name is so closely associated, and made familiar through all 
the Templar land. He is one of the four Grand Command- 
ers, re-elected to the office he holds, evidently to the satisfac- 
tion of that jurisdiction, and fills with an energy and ability 
unquestioned. 

In the second clause of his addre 


ss, he uses these words : 


“Templar Masonry, representing truths second in importance to 
none, should ever seek only the highest and greatest good; should ever 
oceupy the highest plane of human thought and action, and should 
ever be controlled by the purest and best of motives.” 


He speaks of the Body as, “ A grand organization com- 
posed of three thousand seven hundred Knights Templar, 
prominent and selected citizens of a State possessing the 
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highest ratio of education and enlightenment the world has 
ever known, we should not be unmindful of the great influ- 
ence we exert, of the importance of our action, nor of the 
grand responsibilities resting upon us.” 

Where such teaching prevails, it is easy to understand that 
good motives animate the governing power of the jurisdic- 
tion.

The Grand Recorder very properly suggests that, “Every -

The following “Standing Regulation” was adopted. 


Hereafter all elections of officers in Subordinate Commanderies with- 
in the jurisdiction of the Grand Commandery of Kansas, shill be held 
at the last Regular Conclave of such Subordinate Commanderies in 
the month of March in each year ; and the officers elected shall be in- 
stalled at or before the next succeeding Conclave. 


The proceedings are handsomely printed and embellished 
with steel plate portraits of Past Grand Commanders, Heury 
M. Waters, and Jacob De Witt. 

The Report on “Fraternal Correspondence,” so they call 
it in Kansas, is like all by Sir Knight Brown, a good one. 

On the matter of “ Drill,” we quote the following, not only 
because it is sound, but we think it worthy of attention at 
home:

Last year we reviewed the proceedings of 1887, and natu- 
rally the yolume for 1888 would come under review at this 
time. We have in hand, however, the transactions of two 
years, each year making a closely printed pamphlet of con- 
siderably more than one hundred pages. To bring our re- 
view as nearly as practicable to the time of the present we 
shall include the proceedings of both years in this report. 

The Thirty-Eighth Annual Conclave was held in Portland, 
May 2and 3, 1888. Fifteen of the sixteen Commanderies 
then existing within the jurisdiction were represented. Grand 
Commander W.J. Burnham, referring to the new ritual, s id: 

“Copies of this Ritual, forwarded by the Grand Eneampment, were 
duly received and distributed to the various Commanderies at our last 
Annual Conclave. No special orders were given as to the adoption 
and use of this Ritual, it not being thought necessary, as in the words 


of Grand Commander Saw, one year ago, ‘ Maine is too loyal not to 
accept it.’ ” 


Of course the Knights of the Pine Tree State are loyal to 
the Grand Encampment, and do not propose to make factions 
opposition ; but we are assured that the new ritual has not 
been received anywhere in Maine with enthusiasm. Sir 
Berry, in his Report on Correspondence included in the pro- 
ceedings under review, sums up a careful presentation of the 
subject, after having given a consensus of opinion gathered 
from various sources, by saying : 


“Tt is doubtful if any Ritnal ean be presented which will suit a 
majority of the Grand Commanderies. This one is not the pure old 
Webb work. That can be found in the archives of St. John’s Com- 
mandery, at Proyidenee, in the handwriting of Fowle. But the Mas- 


sachusetts work was changed from that, and the Grand Encampment 
Committee made changes in the Massachusetts work. Now, we should 


be willing to accept either the pure Webb work, (because it is the old- 
est known,) or the Massachusetts work, (because it is very like our own 
old work,) but if we can haye neither, we should much prefer to have 
adopted the Tennessee proposition to make the essentials obligatory, 


and leave the details to Grand Commandcries.” 


There is a good deal of truth and sense in what is here 
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stated. Very likely the best that can be done is for the 
Grand Encampment to formulate a ritual, as nearly perfect 
as possible, and hold the Commanderies directly allegiant to 
the General Grand Body to its observance, leaving Grand 
Comimanderies to their own sweet will” as to whether they 
will use the ritual thus put forth, or one of their own fas 
ioning. But there will always be trouble about the Templar 
work we suppose. The old “ Webb work,” what is it? There 
are several old forms preserved, and there are differences of 
opinion as to the rituals favored by Webb and Fowle respect- 
ively. Possibly something was overlooked or misstated by 
the fathers of Templary in Rhode Island and Massachusetts ; 
hence there are possible corrections to be made of the text, 
and it may be found that other modifications are demanded 
for which there is ample justification. Our study of the rit- 
ual question, and of rituals, during the last two years, has 
enlarged our scope of vision and broadened our judgment 
regarding the matter that now claims so much of attention 
in the Templar Order. 

Sir Berry presents valuable statistical tables in his Report, 
one of them showing the proportion of Templars to Master 
Masons in the several jurisdictions. The highest ratio is jn 
the District of Columbia—one to three; the lowest, South 
Carolina—one to fifty-nine.

The Thirty-Ninth Annual Conclave was held in Portland, 
May 9, 1889. Fifteen of the seventeen Commander 
represented. Grand Commander Jos, A. Locke gaye aD ad- 
dvess alike interesting and sugeestive. In recounting his 
official acts during the year he made reference to his refusal 
to grant a dispensation to St. Berard Commandery, vlow- 
ing that body to parade with Post Meade, G. A. R., on Me- 
morial Day. Evidently Sir Locke followed precedents ™

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declining to give the desired permission, his feelings inclin- 
ing him to accede to the request. We present herewith that 
portion of his letter of reply to the Recorder of St. Bernard 
Commandery which bears directly upon the points involved. 
He says: 


“Had this question not been raised before, your request would be 
granted with much ‘pleasure. If you will turn to the proceedings of 
the Grand Commandery for 1885, on page you will find that Grand 
Commander I. §. Bangs declined a similar request for reasons then 
given. Under the ruling of the Grand Lodge of Maine, Memorial Day 
is not a ‘Masonie occasion,’ and by decision of the Grand Master, ap- 
proved by the Grand Encampment, ‘The determination of what is x 
Masonic occasion belongs to the Grand Lodge.’”

Much must be granted to the spirit of a warm and noble 
patriotism; but still we hold to the opinion that Masonie 
Bodies, in which we would include organizations of Knights 
Templars, had better not appear in public too frequently. 
They should rarely be seen on the streets except on “ Ma- 
sonic occasions ;” and the line should be drawn rather more 
closely than is sometimes the case in determining what con- 
stitutes 2 Masonic occasion. 

Grand Commander Locke in treating the subject of ritual 
Says : 

“All Commanderies in this jurisdiction, so far as my information 
extends, have now adopted it; several were reluctant to part with the 
old work, with which they were so familiar, and to re-learn 2 new one, 
the permanency of which was somewhat doubtful on account of its 
many inconsistencies. Yet like true Knights they have obeyed, in the 
hope that at the coming conclave of the Grand Encampment, the erud- 
ities and inconsistencies may be corrected, and the same made a beau- 
tiful, consistent and complete ritual.” 


Further on in his address he refers to the appointment of 
a Committee on Ritual, by the Grand Commandery of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island, and speaks approvingly of the 
Committee’s work of revision which had been examined by 
himself and several of the present and Past Grand Officers 
of Maine, whose suggestions concerning the revised ritual 
were duly forwarded to the Chairman of the Committee rep- 
resenting the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
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Rhode Island. We notice, in the proceedings, that on motion 
of R. E. Sir Knight Drummond, the course taken by Grand 
Comunnwider Locke respecting the matter of ritual, was ap- 
proved—the following being the vote passed: 


“Voted, Chat the action of the Grand Commander in relation to the 
Ritual be approved, and that our Representatives in the Grand En- 
cumpment be reqrested to act in concert with the Representativ 3 of 
the Grand Comunundery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in relation 


to this mutter.” 


Sir Berry in his Report on Correspondence reviews the 
proceedings of thirty-six jurisdictions. He finds pumerow 
sus tive texts to discourse upon, and his treatment of the 
same is alike sensible and instructive. A mild criticism of 
the action taken by the Grand Commandery of Massachu- 
setts andl Rhode Island in authorizing the printing of the 
revised ritual, is expressed. Sir Berry remarks: 


“Tt is diflicult to understand why it is safer for the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts to print than for the Grand Encampment, 
and we suppose we may be permitted to still persist in our approval of 
the Massachusetts resolution of 1887.” 


As regards this matter we desire to have if understood 
that the printing for which we are ip part responsible, did 
not include all the secret work, signs, words, obligations, ete., 
that it was done under the watchful supervision of zealous 
Knights—that only a limited number of copies was printed, 
each one of which was numbered, being issued only in re- 
sponse to the request of a Sir Knight to examine the same, 
such request bei accompanied by his pledge to return the 
copy within a specified time. The printed copies were Te- 
turned and destroyed—only a small number being preserved 
for the file to meet the requirements of the Committee. In 
our judgment no harm resulted from the printing. 

When Sir Berry reaches the conelusion of his report he 
makes a brief reference to the Towa ‘ase, and with that as a 
text expresses a thought with which we heartily concur, yiz., 
that Grand Eneampment powers are of right limited and 
ought not to be augmented. He says:

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“Tt is unwise for Grand Commanderies to tie their own hands and 
place themselves in a position to be bullied, when the nl so easily 
limit the power of the Grand Encampment. We give great authority 
to government, because it is necessary for national preservation, and 
permit policemen to be tyrants because our comfort is occasionally 
preserved by their arbitrary acts, but why we should set up a tyranny 
over our social affairs passeth comprehension. Let Grand Eneamp- 
ment law be obligatory upon its subordinates, and recommendatory to 
Grand Commanderies, and it will be almost unanimously observed, 
while harmony and peace will reign from Quoddy Head to the Golden 
Gate.’ 


Joseph A. Locke was re-cleeted Grand Commander; Tra 
Berry, Grand Recorder, and Stephen Berry was again called 
upon to serve as Chairman of the Committee on Correspond- 
ence. R. 


Maryann, 1888. 


Tt is a pleasant task to tun the pages, more than two 
hundred in number, of the clearly printed volume which con- 
tains the proceedings of the Grand Commandery of Mary- 
land, at its Righteenth Annual Conclave, held in Baltimore, 
November 27 and 28, 1888. 

There are eight Commanderies in Maryland and all of them 
were represented at the annual meeting. Grand Commander 
Kahler gave an address containing several suggestions, for 
the most part of a local bearing. On the subject of ritual he 
recommended that the Representatives of Maryland, at the 
Triennial Conclave of 1889, be instructed to use their influ- 
ence for the recall of the ritual sent out under the sanction of 
the Grand Encampment three years ago. The Grand Com- 
mandery voted to instruct their Representatives to act in 
accord with his suggestions 

One item in the transactions we gladly refer to, viz., the 
appropriating of one hundred dollars to aid Sir Knight E. 'T. 
Schultz in publishing his proposed History of Templar Ma-: 
sonry in Maryland. 

Sir J. 8. Gorgas presented a Report on Correspondence, 
reviewing the proceedings of thirty-six Grand Templar 
Bodies. He writes as one who has a good understanding of 


or 
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the various topies treated. To the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island he gives courteous atten- 
tion, presenting some five pages of extracts from the Reports 
on Correspondence submitted to that Body in 1886 and 1887. 
Under the heading of Connecticut Sir Gorgas refers to the 
claim of Sir Wheeler that Washington Commandery, No. 1, 
is the oldest Commandery in America, and says: 


“We of Maryland claim to have the oldest Commandery of Knights 
Templar, Maryland Commandery, No. 1, and refer the disputants to 
our ** Masonic Historian,” Sir Schultz.” 


We have great confidence in the ability and faimess of the 
“Masonic Historian” named; but we would like to have St. 
John’s Commandery, No. 1, of Providence, remembered when 
an ex:umination is being made to test the claims of Templar 
organizations to seniority. What we claim for St. John’s is 
this, that it is the oldest body of Knights Templars, organ- 
ized as such, and having a continuous active existence from 
the beginning until now. Tt depends upon the w ay in which

The Thirty-Third Annual Conclave was held at Grand 
Rapids, May 21 and 22,1889. An attractive yolume of nearly 
three hundred and fifty pages contains the transactions of 
that occasion, including addresses, reports, and other papers. 
The frontispicce is a finely engraved portrait of a rong face 
—that of Wm. B. Wilson, Grand Commander in 1880 and 
1ssi. There was a large attendance at the annual session, 
all the thirty-nine Commanderies in the jurisdiction being

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represented. The Grand Commandery, on the first day of 
its meeting, took part in the placing of the corner stone of 
the Michigan Masonic Home, at Grand Rapids, the Knights 
Templars acting as escort to the Grand Lodge on that ocea- 
sion. Tho retiring Grand Commander, Charles P. Bigelow, 
gave an address, recounting his official doings for the 
Among’ his decisions reported was one relating to a ¢ 
where objection was made to participating in the libations. 
The Grand Commander being appealed to, said :

“ Substitute pure water, and may God bless and keep him steadfast 
in the faithful performance of his resolution, and forbid that we should 
insist on his conforming to any rite or ceremony that would cause him 
to become a victim of the greatest curse that afflicts mankind.” 


Strict constructionists may question the correctness of this 
decision. Wedo not. If such objection is made it should be 
heeded. Let us err, if at all in our ceremonies, on the side 
of liberality, respecting any conscientious scruples that may 
be expressed. 

The Grand Commandery took action on the subject of rit- 
ual, adopting the following Resolution presented by a Spe- 
cial Committee : 


“ Resolved, That while the Grand Commandery has been and is 
earnest in its loyalty and fealty to the Grand Encampment, it be 
it to be unwise for the Grand Encampment to attempt to pr 
ritual for the several Grand Commanderies; it believes that such legis- 
lation is impractical and pernicious; it believes that each Grand Com- 
mandery should be accorded the liberty to prescribe such orderly and 
knightly forms for ineuleating the principles and precepts of our order 
as shall best convey their sublime teachings and best subserve the in- 
terest of templar masonry within its jurisdiction. Tull in this belief, 
this Grand Commandery, unhesitatingly but respectfully, expres 
the opinion that the action of the Grand Encampment, in 1886, by

The Report on Correspondence, covering two hundred and 
seventy-nine pages, is from the ready pen of Sir Win. P. 
Innes, who passes under review the printed proceedings of 
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thirty-seven Grand Templar Bodies. A considerable portion 
of his viluable report is made up of extracts, yet there is 
much of the reviewer's own thought Sqpetgenl, Sir Innes 
has opinions, and he does not hesitate to speak his mind 
freely. Tn his introduction he refers to the near approach- 
ing Triennial Conclave, from which he hopes good may come 
to the Order in 2 wise settlement of the ritual question, and 
u decision to have nothing to do, as Templars, with matters 
involved in the Scottish Rite controversies.

It should be always kept 
in mind that a Commandery of Knights Templars is some- 
thing more than a military body, and exists for other pur- 
poses than to make a fine appearance in publie by reason of 
the showy uniforms of its members and their aeccomplish- 
ments in marching, ete. Certainly the occasion ought to be 
strictly of a Masonic character when Commanderies appear 
in public. 

John A. Gerow, of Marshall, was elected Grand Com- 
mander, and Wm. P. Innes, of Grand Rapids, was re-elected 
Grand Recorder, and continued as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Correspondence. hk. 


Mryyesora, 1888-1889. 


We have the proceedings of two years in hand, having re- 
viewed those of 1887 in our last report. The volume which 
includes the transactions for the year ending in June, 1888, 
is embellished with phototypes of W. G. Brunson, Gr. Com- 
mander in 1883, and A. M. Shuey, Gr. Commander in 1884. 
The volume that covers the year ending in June, 1889, is 
adorned by portraits, of like character, of Wm. D. Cornish, 
Gr. Commander in 1885, and Henry Birkett, Gr. 
in 1886. 

The Conclave for 1888, being the twenty-third annual 
neeting, was held at Duluth, June 28th and 29th. Eighteen 
of the nineteen Commanderies in the jurisdiction were repre- 
sented. Grand Commander Thomas Montgomery reported 
a prosperous year. One new Commandery had been estab- 
lished. The Grand Commander had not been ealled upon 
for any official rulings, but in answer to a request had given 
his opinion as follows: 


omimander 


“That it was unknightly for any member of the order to appear in 
public, either singly or in procession, with another uniformed order 
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not masonic, wearing the uniform of a Knight Templar. or any part 
thereof, or to lorn any part of the uniform to be thus worn by others.” 


In another part of his address the Grand Commander 
emphasizes the Christian character and purposes of the 
Order. ‘It means much more,” he says, “than banners and 
plumes, swords and drills.” 

Grand Recorder Pierson reviews thirty-four jurisdictions, 
presenting a report of some fifty pages. Brief as the report 
is its well chosen extracts and timely comments comand 
attention. Sir Pierson, who is a veteran in the Order, ranks 
among the conservatives. Thus, under West Virginia, he 
quotes a resolution passed by the Grand Commandery of 
that jurisdiction, prohibiting nominations and remarks in the

We must refer, however, to the judgment expressed by the 
veteran reviewer on the “ Cerneau” question. Under Ohio, 
after stating the troubles brought about in that jurisdiction 
by the “so-called Cerneaun adherents,’ 


> he sa 


‘““We use the term ‘so-called Cernean’ because in reality there is 
not, nor can there be, any Cemean body. Whatever there was of it 
was wiped out—ceased to exist—in 1866. In that year there was 
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union of all the Masons of the A.*. A... S.*. R.*. in the northern juris- 
diction. The two councils united, and a reorganization was unani- 
mously and harmoniously effected, the officers being elected alternately 
from each of the old bodies, under the title of the ‘Supreme Council 
of the Northern Jurisdiction,’ and so remained working in harmony 
for fifteen years when two of the old Cerneau body—who had not been 
elected to any office—seceded and put forth a claim to a resuscitation 
of the Cerneau body. It is difficult to conecive how such an auda- 
cious, preposterous and bare-faced claim could be made by men of 
even ordinary intelligence, to say nothing of honesty. Henee our use 
of the term ‘‘ so-called.” It could not be resuscitated; it is simply a 
bogus claim to entrap the ignorant and unwary. 

The Grand Commandery, acting within its sphere, denounced as a 
clandestine body, having no claims as Masonic, this lute organization, 
and declared it a punishable offense for any of its members to connect 
themselves with it, or to recognize any Templars from anywhere that 
did so, yet in defiance of the Grand Commandery several members of 
two or three of the Commanderies affiliated. The Grand Commandery, 
in defense of its own dignity, promptly disciplined the offending par- 
ties by arrest of charter, expulsion, ete.” 


In our judgment the action taken was of doubtful expe- 
diency. 

John A. Schlener, of Minneapolis, was elected Grand Com- 
mander, and A. T. C. Pierson, of St. Paul, was re-elected 
Grand Recorder, and continued as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Correspondence. 


The Twenty-fourth Annual Conclave, held at Austin, Jan. 
24 and 25, 1889, was numerously attended. A parade—two 
hundred and fifty Knights in line—a reception and banquet 
marked the first day of the gathering. The Grand Recorder 
gives a brief account of the hospitalities and festivities thus 
manifest, and closes his reference in this wise : 


“The ladies of Austin, God bless them, may they inerease in num- 
bers, for of such is the salt of the earth.” 


The address of Grand Commander Schlener clearly sets 
forth his official acts, while it is also sueeestive and recom- 
mendatory in several important particul: He urges that 
action be taken by the Grand Commandery in connection 
with the other Grand Masonie Bodies of the State to estab- 
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lish a library, and a committee was appointed in accord with 
the suggestion. One new Commandery was chartered during 
the year. The legislation was for the most part of local in- 
terest. The Grand Body took action in regard to the pres- 
entation of jewels, adopting the followin

“Resolved, That the committee who purchased the jewels for the 
Grand Commandery be and it is hereby authorized and directed to 
purchase and present to Hon, W. ©. Williston, Past Grand Commander, 
and R.*. E.*. Grand Commander J. A. Schlener, a Past Commander's 
jewel ; und that said committee be and it is further authorized and 
directed to purchase and present to the Senior Past Grand Commander 
present at each annual conclave, and to each retiring Grand Com- 
mander, such a Past Commander's jewel.” 


The Correspondence Report is by Grand Recorder Pierson, 
who reviews the proceedings of thirty-four Grand Templar 
organizations. His practised pen touches and adorns the 
subjects of vital interest. He announces his purpose in such 
work, so fur as presenting excerpts, ete., as follows: 


“Tn making up our repor 


Swe quote only such matters as we con 
ceive to be of general interest, such as decisions, reports of jurispru- 
dence committees. resolutions of importance, containing such inform- 
ation as may be useful to the Templars of this jurisdiction, as it is for 
them particularily that the reports are made.” 


He quotes from the report of Committee on “ Reciprocal 
Relations” of Massachusetts and Rhode Tsland to the extent 
of several pages, and ‘also makes a citation from our expres- 
sed opinion on the same subject as given under Michigan in 
last yem’s Report on Correspondence. He gives Sit Dad- 
mun’s “Song of the De Molays,” and several other pleasing 
poetic selections. The excerpts are evidently chosen wit. 
care. In expressing his own opinions on important topics 
now claiming attention, he gives much sound doctrine. On 
the matter of ritual he reaches this conclusion : 


** While uniformity is desirable, at least in each jurisdiction, yet we 
are not confident but that it would serve purposes for the Grand En- 
campiment to declare and enforee the adoption of essentials, leaving 
the filling in and embellishments at the option of the Grand Com- 
manderies. However, if uniformity can be established, it is better 
that it should be done.” 
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He refers to the Scottish Rite difficulties as connected with 
“ Cerneauism,” and expresses his opinion that “Templars are 
not called upon to decide the question of legitimacy,” but 
should uphold the doctrine of exclusive jurisdiction as gen- 
erally recognized in the United States. Under Michigan he 


says: 


“«There is no law better established than that of where a territory is 
oecupied by a Masonic power, it obtains exclusive jurisdiction, and the 
organization of similar bodies in the territory is a usurpation of the 
rights of the power already in possession, and is clandestine. And self- 
preservation demands of each Masonie power a declaration of denuncia- 
tion of an attempt to violate the law.” 


This is the point to insist upon if proceedings of any kind 
are to be taken against irregular or unlawful bodies. But 
even as thus regarded the question of intervention, by way 
of declarations, edicts and discipline, seems to us to require 
very careful consideration.

Grand Commander Sir Allen McDowell presided at the 
Twenty-cighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery, 
held at St. Louis, Tuesday, April 28, 1889. Forty-eight of 
the fifty-one Commanderies were represented. The Grand 


Commander in his addres 
dition of the Order in M 


spoke encouragingly of the con- 
mii. He said: 


““'The labors of the past year have been crowned with abundant sue- 
cess. Mneh work has been done, and, what is of much more impor- 
tance, it has been good work on the choicest material which the State 
affords. The moral standard of Freemasonry in general, and of our 
Order in particular, has not been lowered ; but, on the contrary, has 
steadily advanced with the advancing years, until to-day we oceupy 2 
proud and exalted position, not only in the eyes of the Masonie world, 
but also in those of the general public.” 


Discussing the ritual question he expressed his opinion 
that the attempt to secure uniformity would not succeed, and 
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that no great harm would come from the failure. We quote 
the following: 


worth the price that must be paid for 
it? I may go further and ask, is strict verbal uniformity of any im- 
portance whatever? If Pennsylvania chooses to clothe her ceremonies 
in certain words, which may suit the taste and genius of her people, 
and Geors prefers to use other forms of expression, what harm is 
done? Freemasonry is not uniform, and, by the very nature of her 
laws, never can be. The ceremonies of Freemasonry as practiced in 
any given age or country represent the taste, the mode of thinking, the 
intelligence, the culture of that particular age or country. For this 
reason there ought to be no such verbal uniformity as is insisted on in 
this case. If we could return (which is impossible) to the work of Webb 
and his associates, it would, doubtless, not be desirable to do so. It 
would be to throw away the garnered wisdom : 


** But, after all, is uniformi 


2 : and experience of a cen- 
tury. If you concur with me in these views, T recommend the adoption 
of a resolution memorializing the Grand Encampment to recall the 
adopted Ritual for revision and correction, and to reserve to its own 
authority so much only as pertains to the essential features of the cere- 


monies of the Order, and to relegate to the Grand Commanderies all 
other details of the work.” 


The Grand Commandery passed a vote in approval of the 
views above set forth, and memorialized the Grand Enecamp- 
ment in accordance with the recommendation. oA resolution 
was passed heartily endorsing the Masonic Hi re of Mi sour 
and calling upon Commanderies in the saben fie vender 
substantial aid and assistance to the same Wien practicable. 
Charters were granted to three Commanderies. A committee 
was appointed to procure suitable shoulder-straps for the 
officers of the Grand Commandery entitled to wear the same. 
The Grand Recorder presents a Well-arraneed and valuable 
table of Templar statistics for the year 1888 ienine the 
condition of the Order, ete. in the ious jurisdictions 
throughout the country. That much time and care were 
called for in the examination of reports for ae preparation 
of such a statistical table we can well believe. We have a 
grateful appreciation of this service rendered by Sir Mayo, 
who also furnishes the Report on Correspondence, in which 
are extracts and comments well deserving of attention. He 


is broad-minded and tolerant in dealing with the various im- 
6 
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portant questions coming under review and in the estimate 
which he gives to the place and functions of the Order of 
Knights Templars. Referring to our words in last year’s re- 
port concerning the character of the Templar organization, 


he says: 

«Si R.’s concluding remarks are very good and should be pasted in 
the hats of some few narrow-minded bigots that have by mnishap gotten 
into the Order and have not benefited by its grand teachings and 
tenets; who are continually striving to drag down to their common 
level of narrow-minded single-idea doctrine, a grand, broad-gauge, 
hemselves 


magnanimous institution, but who sueceed only in makir 
ridiculous in the eyes of all intelligent, fairaninded public.” 

We share in the hope he expresses in the following sen- 
tence : 

<‘Tacties and Drills are on the decline, and it is to be hoped that 
Prize Drills in Templar Masonry will soon be numbered with the things 
that were.” 

Robert McCulloch, of St. Louis, was elected Grand Com- 
mander; Wm. H. Mayo was re-elected Grand Recorder and 
continued as Correspondent. R. 


Missrsstert, 1889. 


The Twenty-ninth Annual Conclave was held at Meridian, 
Feb. 12, 1889. Only seven of the twelve Subordinates were 
represented. Grand Commander Speed presided and gave 
an address in which he represented the somewhat discourag- 
ing condition of the Templar Order in Mississippi. Accom- 
panying his address is a circular letter addressed under date 
of Dee. 8, 1888, to each Sir Knight in the jurisdiction. The 
letter is charged with glowing words of exhortation. We 
give the following extract : 


“As the year is drawing to a close, permit me, as Grand Commander, 
courteously to ask whether you can answer your conscience, and say 
that you have performed all the duties of knighthood during the twelve 
months whieh are now so near their close? Is your Commandery alive, 
and has its doors been opened whenever duty demanded the presence 
of the Knights? Have you individually been present and encouraged 
others to attend its conclaves? Have you paid your dues and urged

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other. What he saw and heard filled him with disgust. Sir

We regret what seems to us an 
excess of feeling on this point, albeit we regard the Grand 
Master’s action in the matter complained of as arbitrary and 
impolitic.

Nepraska, 1888-1889. 


The Sixteenth Annual Conclave, held at Grand Island, 
April 10, 1888, was presided over by Grand Commander 
Edgar 8. Dudley, whose portrait adorns the Proceedings. 
The Grand Commander announced the death of Grand Cap- 
tain General Henry B. Nicodemus. The event took place 
June 4, 1887. An engraved portrait of the deceased appears 
in the volume now under review. 

Grand Commander Dudley is pleased with the ritual, which 
was adopted in the Grand Encampment on his motion. Well, 
there is no accounting for tastes. Our opinion is that Ne- 
braska, with other jurisdictions which admire the ritual adopt- 
ed at St. Louis, should use the same, but that it should not 
be forced upon the Knights of Iowa and other jurisdictions 
where it is considered exceedingly objectionable in many of 
its features. 

The Grand Commander's address is worthy of notice in 
many particulars. We have only space for the following : 

“Every Commandery ought to be inspected at least once annually 
as to its rendition of the work, the manner of keeping its books, its 
uniforms, and in all matters that appertain to its general welfare. 

“T would recommend that, as in other jurisdictions, the State be 
divided into districts, and these each be assigned to the most conveni- 
ently located Grand Officer for his inspection and report. 

“ At each annual conclave, also, the Grand Officers should exemplify 
the Ritual, which is now uniform, and every one of them should know 
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his duty and the work of at least his own position in opening and clos- 
ing in full form as well as in conferring the Orders. 

“No one can learn our work and enter into the spirit of its teachings 
who will not be bettered by it. No man ean join our organization and 


take its solemn vows without becoming, or at least resolying to become, 
a better man.” 


Grand Recorder Bowen furnishes the “ Review of the Cur- 
rent Proceedings of Fellow Grand Commanderies”; he writes 
specially, as he announces, for the Knights of his own juris- 
diction, but his words are appropriate for a wider application. 
It is only for lack of space that we fail to make excerpts. 


The Seventeenth Annual Conclave was held at York, April 
30 and May 1, 1889. Sixteen of the eighteen Commanderies 
in the jurisdiction were represented. Grand Commander 
John J. Wemple, whose portrait embellishes the printed pro- 
ceedings, presided and gave an addres , in which, besides 
local matters, several of the living issues of the day were dis- 
eussed. He affirmed the entire loyalty of Nebraska to the 
Grand Encampment, and criticised the ours of Grand Com- 
mander Speed, of Mississippi, for sustaining Towa. 

The legislation was for the most part of a loeal character: 
Charters were granted for two new Commanderies. One 
thousand dollars were pledged toward the establishment of 
the proposed Nebraska Masonic Home. Nawom was taken, 
in the face of some objections, designating the Bodies of the 
Scottish Rite, ete., which are to be Roch as “regular and 
duly constituted Masonic Bodies”; the Supreme Councils for 
the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions respectively, being 
thus named. We can but doubt the policy of giving such an 
endorsement. a 


Sir Henry N. Blake furnishes a brief Report on Correspond- 
ence. He reviews the Proceedings of thirty-eight Templar 
Bodies, occupying only twenty-eight pages re his work. 
Evidently he is a master of the art of Sondenentan: He was 
continued as the Committee. Henry Gibbons was elected 
Grand Commander, and Wm. R. Bowen, of Omaha, was re- 
elected Grand Recorder. R. 
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New Jersry, 1889. 


The Thirty-lirst Annual Conclave was held at Trenton, 
May 13 and 14,1889. The printed proceedings, making an 
attractive pamphlet of about one hundred and fifty pages, 
came promptly to hand. At the opening of the annual con- 
clave, Sir Wm. H. Daggett, the first Grand Commander of 
the jurisdiction, was formally received and welcomed; also 
Grand Commander, Sir Wm. W. Allen, aud Grand Recorder, 
Sir Charles E. Meyer, of the Grand Commandery of Penn- 
sylvania. Sir Isaac C. Githens, Grand Commander, presided 
and gave a thoughtful, well-considered address. He paid a 
tender, sympathetic tribute to the memory and worth of Past 
Grand Commander John Woolverton, who died September 
14, 1888. He called attention to the new ritual, and the 
serutiny which had been given to the same, with a view of 
suggesting modifications or corrections, by a committee ap- 
pointed in 1888. Among the decisions announced was the 
following, bearing upon the issue of duplicate dimits: 


©The issue of duplicate dimits is prohibited. But upon satisfactory 
proof of identity, and of the loss or destruction of the dimit originally 
issued being submitted to the Grand Recorder by the Commandery 
which issued it, he may, with the approval of the Grand Commander, 
issue a certificate which will have the full force of a dimit.” 


Several matters of interest were passed upon by the Grand 
Body. A resolution concerning ritual was adopted, viz.: 

“ Resolved, That the representatives of this Grand Commandery 
be requested to favor an amendment to the Statutes of the Grand In- 
ecampment of the United States, so as to require an adherence only to 


the essentials of the ritual, rather than an adherence to the strict letter 
of the ritual.” 


Action was taken adverse to the resolution offered at the 
last Annual Conclave, viz.: “That coneurrent jurisdiction be 
given to every Commandery in the State with any other 
Commandery.” 

Sir Charles Bechtel, in his review of the proceedings of 
thirty-seven Grand Commanderies, finds much to commend. 
He presents a goodly array of selections from the transac- 
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tions thus noticed, and makes his report one of facts and 
general information rather than of eriticisms and recom- 
mendations. His excerpts, taken from the last-issued Pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, fill several pages. He gives, without com- 
ment, the conclusions reached by the Committee on “Recip- 
roel Relations.” 

Although the “ritual question” will have been considered 
by the Grand Encampment before our report is distributed, 
we cannot forbear calling attention to the timely words of 
Sir Bechtel on this subject. He says: 


**No two Grand Jurisdietions agree on a ritual, each claiming its 
own as the best, and each expecting the Grand Encampment to adopt 
what they may offer at the next Triennial Conclave. We do not be- 
lieve, nor think it desirable, that any other ritual should be adopted, 
nor do we believe that the present one ought to be retained, unless 2 
competent committee can have it in charge and diyest it of its errors 
and crudities. The Triennial Conclaye Ss not a proper place to make 
rituals. We are of the opinion that instead of attempting to enforee 
any particular ritual, the Grand Eneampment should only insist on the 

sentials pertaining to Templarism, and permit each State jurisdiction 
to * beautify ” as to them may seem best : this would settle all diflicul- 
ties, and we would have no more arbitrary edicts.”

Vilty-five of the fifty-six Commanderies in New York were 
represented at the Seventy Fifth Annual Conclave held 10 
Albany. October 9 and 10, 1888. Grand Commander Hazle- 
hurst, who died soon after the Annual Conclave, gave #2 CX 
cellent address. His words on the subject of yitual were ¢ 
follows: 


“The ritual adopted by the Grand Encampment at St. Louis, in 
1886, has had a year’s trial in this jurisdiction, and I have yet to learn 
of a Commandery that is favorably impressed with it.” 


We note among his decisions; 
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* First—It is lawful for an Eminent Commander, being absent from 
the jurisdiction of his Commandery, to place the warrant of Command- 
ery in the hands of the Generalissimo during such absence. 

Second—That the right to ask for a dispensation does not die with 
the Eminent Commander, but with the Commandery, and the request 
for a dispensation must be made by a majority vote of the Command- 
ery, and the application, therefore, to the Grand Commander must be 
made under the seal of the Commandery. 


Third—A Sir Knight, having taken a dimit from his Commandery, 
and remaining unafliliated, the Commandery has no right to elect him 
an honorary member.” 


The Grand Commander makes mention of the death of 
eight prominent Knights, and a woodcut of each appears in 
connection with the biographical sketches furnished. He is 
outspoken in his condemnation of competition Drills by 
Templar Bodies, and announces his refusal to grant a de- 
sired dispensation for such a purpose. We trust the day is 
not far off when “prize drills” will no more be heard of in 
connection with Templar gatherings and parades. 

Grand Recorder Macoy, in his thirty-eighth annual report, 
presents the usual variety of statistical and other matters, 
while he deals also with some special subjects. Thus he ealls 
attention to the subject of heraldry and recommends Kni 
Templars to the study of the same, both as concerns its his- 
tory and symbolism. He suggests that each knight might 
a coat of arms, selecting a design specially appropriate 
ignificant. The Grand Recorder is an enthusiast on 
the subject noted. He furnishes as an appendix to his re- 
port an exccedingly interesting paper treating of Chivalry 
and Knighthood, and giving a concise history of the various 
Orders instituted. This paper shows the marks of careful 
preparation and adds to the value of the proceedings under 


review. 

The Report on Correspondence was presented by Jesse B. 
Anthony, in absence of the Chairman, the venerable John 
W. Simons, then seriously ill, and to whom a letter of sym- 
pathy was sent by the Grand Commandery. In this con- 
nection we may properly record the death of Bro. Simons 
which took place at his summer home in Central Valley, 
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N. Y., Oct. 22, 1888. ‘The deceased had been long and 
prominently identified with Masonic and Templar interests. 
For thirty-six suecessive years he had served the Grand 
Commandery of N. Y. as Committee on Correspondence. 

Of the report in hand, containing a review of the proceed- 
ings of thirty-six jurisdictions, Sir Simons furnished the 
larger part—his final work in this department including a 
review of twenty-one States. In his comments and criticisms 
he shows much of the 


I ows vigor that characterized his expr 
sions in former years, and gives his opinions with the frank- 
ness that always appeared in his writings. This last paper 
that came from his fertile pen contains much of interest and 
wise remark; but we have more than filled the space allotted 
for our part of the present report, and so meee ateaih from 
giving the selections we had marked for use. We cannot 
forbear, however, copying mm this connection, the eraceful 
and tender words of Sir Stephen Berry of Mune sik thus

an abundant usefulness. Before us glow the high incite- 
ments contained in the lessons and symbols of our cherished 
Institution; let us be faithful thereto, and not be weary in 
well doing in the cause of righteousness, truth, and humanity.

Bighth Annual Conclave was held at Winston, August 1 
and 2, Sir Carle A. Woodruff, R. E. Grand Commander, 
presiding.

Ninth Annual Conclave, held in Wilmington, May 23d, Sir 
John A. Porter, R. EH. Grand Commander. 

The annual address is brief, but excellent. It touches the 
vital interests of Templar Masonry in a spirit that will make 
delinquents ashamed of their inactivity. Commanderies 
which have failed year after year to “hold any Conclave, 
pay dues, or keep records,” deserved to be severely rebuked 
publicly. 

The Report on Correspondence is from the pen of our old 
friend and Frater, Sir James Southgate, and right glad are 
we that a kind Providence has restored him to health again. 
He enters into the work of a reviewer with the same genial 
and courteous spirit that used to distinguish his productions. 
We have frequently discussed questions of law and usage in 
another branch of Masonry, and never had our equilibrium 
disturbed or frustrated. We give his opening remarks: 


“Tt is with pleasure we return to the duty of reporter, after an ab- 
sence of three years on account of ill health and family afilictions. The 
duty is, indeed, arduous, and especially so this year, for, by a misin- 
terpretation of a letter from Sir George W. Blount, we have had to 
write two reports within the past two months, viz., for the Grand Chap- 
ter and this one; but we feel amply rewarded for the labor performed, 
having enjoyed, as much as any time before, the reviews of the various 
correspondents. While we have not been able, from the limited time 
and space at our disposal, to do justice to ourself or the Grand Com- 
mandery, yet we have done our best, under the circumstances, and 
trust that in some measure, at least, the demands of the work have 
been met.” 


Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives due share of 
courteous notice. In his notice of the Grand Commander’s 
address, he says: 


“Many Dispensations were granted for various reasons; and this 
brings us to repeat the necessity, in our judgment, for some action on 
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the part of the Grand Eneampment by which we may know when we 
can put on our Templar uniform; when we shall take it off; when we 
must stay in the house, and when we may take a walk in the open air. 
We suppose the law now in foree, requiring a Dispensation for appear- 
ing in public, is mainly to protect the fuss and ‘feathers’ part of our 
organization.” 


He commends our “ triplet” Report on Correspondence : 


“The Report on Correspondence, as usual, from this influential 
Jurisdiction, is able and instructive. Some years ago our Grand Chap- 
ter printed a report written by two Companions, and so mixed were the 
productions of the writers that the reporters dubbed the Companions 
‘Siamese Twins.’ In this report we have triplets in the persons of B 
Sir Alfred F. Chapman, R. E. Sir Henry W. Rugg and E. Sir Jno. W. 
Dadmun, who have divided the labor, and each signs the initials of his 
name to the State reviewed We like this division of labor, and espe- 
cially in this State, where it isa labor of love to write a report, and 
besides, we are likely to get ‘set in our way’ when one does all ue 
writing year after year, and a variety of views make more ‘spice’ in 
the report.” 


He is a little facetious about our States Rights doctrine, 25 
follows : 


**And then Sir Knight Dadmun says: 


“That we will endorse provided Ohio will add, and that the Grand 
Imeampment ecase to interfere with local States Rights.’ 

The italies are his. We folks down South once thought that doctrine 
applied to ‘States Rights’ too, but our Northern Fraters (and this Sir 
Knight to help them) tanght us another lesson, Don’t start the doctrine 
of Secession, Sir Dadmun, but be loyal to the Grand Encampment. 
You and others made that august body as Virginia and twelve wears 
made the United States Government; anal we must be *trooly Joil al 
we will be ‘ramboozled? again, the first thing we know. We wow i 
notice other points in the report, but time forbids. We have enjoy 
the work of these three Fraters, and thank them for the idea we Lae 
gained, viz.: that we may ‘bear one another’s burdens, and thus filfil 
the law.’

We have always advoeated Constitutional States Rights, 
and we propose to keep steadily at it.

The only way any one can form an adequate idea of the 
amount of labor a Grand Commander has to perform in 
Ohio, is to read his address. Of course the war of Rites in 
that Grand Jurisdiction has caused a great deal of it. 

He reports that all the Commanderies, during the year, 
have conferred the Orders, and that the “gross accesions 
are large.” . 

He adds: “Subordinate bodies can all be accounted as in 
comfortable financial circumstances, with one exception. I 
allude to Ironton, U. D., which in a recent fire lost its com- 
plete outfit.” 

He devotes a page to the Most Eminent Grand Master's 
commemorative testimonial to the late Most Eminent Past 
Grand Master, Sir William Sewall Gardner.

The thirteenth annual report on Foreign Corresponde 
is from the pen of Ohio’s well known and able reporter, Sir 
Enoch T. Carson. As we devoted considerable space to his 
report last year, particularly on the ritual, we shall be brief 
in our comments in this report, hoping that some action will 
be taken at the Triennial to be held in Washington, D. C., 
which will smooth the troubled waters. 

Under the head of California he takes Sir Caswell in hand 
for criticising the printing of the esoteric work of Templar 
Masonry, and makes some strange statements. For example, 
he says, “'The printed ritual issued by the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States contains no part of the absolutely 
esoteric work, as we think.” As we cannot definitely point 
out the absurdity of such a statement, without giving an 
exposé of the whole subject, we assert that, if his statement 
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on 
ot 


be true, there is but little, if any, esoteric work in Templar 
Masonry. And we are not sure but that is just what Sir Car- 
son means. We know that some of the profoundest secrets 
of Templary are divulged in that ritual, according to the 
teachings of the fathers in Masonry in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

Under the head of Indiana, he states that the term “ 470s- 
tle Judas Iscariot” was adopted by the Grand Encampment 
at Chicago. When Past Grand Master Dean returned from 
that Grand Triennial Conclave, he stated that the words were 
“Apostate Judas Tscariot,” and they were so entered in the 
book of the Webb Lectures, and locked up in the archives 
of the Grand Commandery. The word Apostate is more ap- 
propriate, and gives much more additional force in the place 
where it is used. Judas was an apostate the moment he be- 
trayed his Master, and that is the thought which should be 
made impressive in the ritual. , 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives due share of 
fraternal and critical notice. He quotes several paragraphs 
from Grand Commander Chapin’s address, including his re- 
marks on the ritual. Sir Carson then says: 


“Tf we may express 


an opinion we would say that Massachusetts 
ought to be perfeetly 


utisfied with the ritual adopted by the Grand 
Eneampment of the United States, for it is thoroughly Massachusetts; 
dyed in the wool. On the same subject we find the following in the 
proceedings: 


Resolved, That the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Tsland deprecates and repudiates the printing of the esoteric Ritual of 
Templar Masonry by the Grand Encampment of the U. 5. and the 
more so because said ritual is in many particulars historically, philo- 
logically and grammatically incorrect. 

After discussion, in which several Sir Knights took part it was voted 
to adopt the first clause, ending with the words ‘U. 8.’ 


**Dear me! If all the rituals of Freemasonry were to be submitted 
to a committee to make historical, philosophical, and grammatical cor- 
rections, what a disturbance of our idols there would be. Only think 
of it in the Master's, the Mark Master's, and the Royal Areh degrees; 
the Red Cross, Knights Templars, ete., ete. As to repudiating ae 
printing of the esoteric portion of the ritual, it would be most interest- 
ing to us if Massachusetts would inform us where they begin and HEE 
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they leave off. It is to the Massachusetts Templars that we are in- 
debted for the great redundancy of the monitorial portions of Free- 
masonry, especially for that which relates to the rituals of the Order of 
the Temple and Red Cross. The men that did this in carly days have 
been sainted in the Masonic calendar of Massachusetts. It comes with 
a poor grace now for Massachusetts to deliver homilies on the impro- 
prieti of printing, ete., after canonizing Webb, Cushing, and 
Cross.” 


We will gently remind Sir Carson that it is the dramatizing 
and not the “ Massachusetts and Rhode Island lectures” that 
we object to. The “crudities,” ete., which our esteemed 
Frater admits of are not from Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, in our opinion, his assertions to the contrary not- 
withstanding. But is it not remarkable that Sir Carson 
would adopt into the ritual “ crudities and rough points,” no 
matter where they came from? Is not the “ partaker as bad 
as the thief?” But hear him: 


“Yes, there are cradities and rot points, and when the ‘Crowner’s 
quest’ comes to sit on this body, the verdict will be that nine-tenths of 
the erudities and rough points found ‘on and about the body’ came 
from Massachusetts.” 


Postulates are not proofs unless they are self-evident. 
And what has the “ monitorial portions of Freemasonry ” to 
do with the printing of the esoteric work, or the grammatical 
errors of the dramatized work of the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the ritual? The printing of rituals has never been 
allowed in Massachusetts by any Masonic body. A copy in 
manuscript is carefully kept in the archives of the Grand 
Body, which may be examined by Grand Lecturers when 
necessary. The sending out a printed vitual, without giving 
the Grand Commandery the right to preserve it, or distribute 
itin its own way, is an infringement of State Commandery 
rights, in our opinion.

Several decisions are recorded, all of which are according 
to Templar law. The following is worthy of special note : 


“4 committee reported unfavorably upon a petition for dubbing and 
membership; a ballot was had; all the balls were white. and in favor of 
the applicant. The Eminent Commander thereupon decided the ap- 
plicant rejected, because the committee had reported unfavorably. 

Question 1.—Was the Eminent Commander right in his decision? 

Question 2.—In what relation does the applicant stand to the Com- 
mandery? 

Answer 1.—The Eminent Commander was in error in so deciding, 
the applicant being approved by ballot, which, irrespective of report 
of committee, decides the question of approval or rejection. 

Answer 2.—The applicant stands approved by the Commandery, and 
entitled to the orders, unless objected to in accordance with the law.” 


A dispensation was granted for a new Commandery 

Sir William J. Kelly presented a brief and interesting Re- 
port on Correspondence. Twenty-eight Grand Command- 
eries receive courteous and fraternal notice, including Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. He “ finds but little to criticise.” 

In his review of Ohio he speaks wisely of the disturbance 
caused by what is called “Spurious Masonry :” 


“Our own opinion is that the brunt of the battle was commenced, 
and indeed carried on, by the wrong end of the army, by the rear in- 
stead of the front. We propose to report fully the history of the case 
from their own standpoint, and trust our fraters will read their pro- 
ceedings carefully. We know of no lesson which will be so instructive 
to the ambitious Templar, who may aspire to roam in fields of superla- 
tive Masonry, as the one given us by this history. It is so easy to 
glide into error in searching after what does not exist, and so hard for 
us to confess our error, even after we have discovered it, particularly if 
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we are foreed, by cirenmstances or the enforcement of law, to appar- 
ently take a back track, that it requires in cases of this kind talent of a 
very high order to restore good feeling, though you may apparently 
restore discipline, that we may honestly sympathize with our Ohio 
fraters in their last year’s labor, 

We think the Grand Lodge should have dealt with the subject, if in 
their judgment it was wise to do so; and it would seem its province 
from the fact that the subject is treated as Masonry, The words ‘bogus 
Masonry,’ ‘spurious Masonry,’ overrun the arraignment and the argu- 
ment. It would, therefore, if such was or is the fact, be better to com- 
mence at the root, instead of away up in the branches, to eradicate it.”

Twenty-Seventh Annual Conclave, held in Murfreesboro, 
May 14th, R. FE. Sir Gamaliel B. Wilson, Grand Commander. 

A. special conclave was held July 10, 1888, to rescind the 
action previously taken, whereby the new Ritual of the Grand 
Encampment was rejected. The sum of it was that Tennes- 
see, while “bitterly oposed to a printed Ritual, and particu- 
larly the one adopted by the Grand Encampment,” did not 
wish to stand in open rebellion to the Grand Encampment. 
The previous action was revoked. 

The Grand Commander, in his annual address, reports 
great prosperity : 


“The year that began with all the indications of prosperity and 
success soon showed signs of trouble and disaster, that at one time 
threatened to overcast our whole horizon; but, thanks to wise counsels 


and just action, the clouds have passed over, leaving a brilliant bow of 
promis hwart onr sky, whose promises haye been bountifully ful- 


filled, and the Order to-day in Tennessee ig in a more prosperous con- 
dition than for years before, both numerically and financially. Tt 
gives me the greatest pleasure to report that we have gained nearly six 
per cent. on the total membership, as reported at our last Grand Con- 
clave. The financial condition is no less gratifying; we have paid off 
the debt that has been on us for the last few years, and now have 
several hundred dollars in the treasury. ‘There has been much more 
interest manifested in Masonie circles than heretofore, and the interest 
is on the increase.” 
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Sir George C. Connor presented a very able Report on 
Correspondence, in which Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
receives courteous and fraternal notice. 


We call special attention to Sir Connor’s indorsement of 
the report of our committee on “ Reciprocal Relations :” 


“There is not a line in that scholarly report which this Correspond- 
ent does not cordially indorse, as would the Grand Commandery of 
Tennessee, if brought before them for action. There are two classes 
in our membership against whose radicalism the Order of the Temple 
should be perpetually on guard. 

One is composed of fraters who would change the Asylum into a 
inilitary drill room, and make the ceremonies mere recitations, floriated 
with tactic flammeries. With mavchings and facings and risir up 
and sittings down the neophyte would, by such, be robbed of the 
solemnity that began in the chamber outside. To our mind the eere- 
monies of the triangle, sepulchre and ascension should be solemnly 
conducted as the administration of the Eucha 

The other class is made up of the ‘Centralizers,’ enthusiastic fraters 
who center all authority and power in the Grand Encampment, and 
who demand unquestioning obedience to all constitutional and wneon- 
stitutional enactments and orders, a la Society of Jesus. Such fraters 
insist that our only relief from oppression is to suffer and obey for 
three years, and then go to the Grand Eneampment and beg them to 
remoye the burden, There must be no appeal for a stay of proceed- 
ings, no granting of an injunction until the Supreme Authority assem- 


bles. The American Order of the Temple is not governed by such 
Jesnitieal methods.” 


After quoting Past Grand Master James H. Hopkins’ views 
in confirmation, he adds :

“But the Centralizers care nothing for this. ‘ Obedience” is their 
watchword, and they play upon the fears be: sgotten by se m to 
secure the indorsement of those who would naturally stand by the 
rights of Grand Commanderies. Mas

He pays the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Correspond- 
ence Committee this compliment : 


““The Correspondence Report is made by those scholarly fraters, 
Sirs Chapmun, Rugg and Dadmun; the two latter minis of the 
Gospel. Sir Chapman reviews from Alabama to Kentucky, Sir Rugg 
from Louisiana to New York, and Sir Dadmun from North Carolina to 
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Wyoming; and yet the review is singularly sy: mmetrical and homo- 
genous—actually three brains with almost uniform thoughts and 
preferences!” 


And we will add that Tennessee and Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island see eye to eye on the great subjects that now 
agitate the minds of the Templars of the United States. 

Tt seems that we did not fully understand Sir Connor's 
question as to why Massachusetts and Rhode Island changed 
insignium to insignia. Now he says: 


“No, we did not ‘overlook.’ The question is, Why did Massachu- 
setts, by enactment, change ‘insignium’ to ‘insignia?’ The green 
sash (singular) is surely the ‘ir 


signium.’ If so, why say, in 1885, that 
‘insignia’ be substituted for ‘insignium ?’ 


A few years ago the subject of revising the ritual was re- 
ferred to a committee. One member of the committee in- 
sisted that insignia should be changed to insignium, and the 
majority carried the day. About three years ago the subject 
was again brought wp, and it was proved to the satisfaction 
of the Commandery that literary usage sanctioned the use 
of insignia as a noun plural in both the singular and plural 
numbers. The word was therefore restored by “ enactment.” 

If the space allotted the writer of this part of the report 
would adimit of it, we would quote Sir Connor’s summary on 
the Ritual Question. It is a clear and logical argument, 
worthy of a careral reading ; and we indorse it without a 
reservation. In fact the whole report—it consists of 157 
pages—sparkles all over with gems of Templar and Bi 
Jurisprudence.

An able and interesting address was delivered by the Grand 
Commander, in which he reports peace and prosperity. 
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“Accessions have been large, and of a chivalric class of gen- 
tlemen that will redound to the interest of ow: Order.” 
He has this to say on the new Ritual: 


“‘While I have endeavored to have the Ritual promulgated by the 
last triennial conclave of the Grand Encampment strictly adhered to in 
this jurisdiction, and our Sir Knights from their fealty to the edicts of 
the Grand Encampment have done so, yet, from correspondence with 
Sir Knights of this and other jurisdictions, I find it is in universal dis- 
fayor. It has disrobed the work of many jurisdictions of its embellish- 
ment, and rendered their ceremonies much less impressive. It pos- 
sesses many omissions and typographical errors I regarded the 
change of battery from -—— to —— and — as eneroaching upon the 
Chapter, and the change of the constitutional requirements to open a 
Commandery, from nine to seven, as clearly mistakes. 

While I am an adyoeate of uniformity of work throughout the juris- 
diction of the United States, yet I believe a Ritnal ean be obtained that 
will inenleate the great truths of our Order and at the same time pos- 
sess beauty of form and expression that will render our ceremonies 
more impressive and give satisfaction to the Sir Knights of our Order. 

And believing it will be referred back to a committee at our next 
triennial conclave in October next to be relieved of its crudities and 
inconsistencies, its errors and omissions, T would suggest that this 
Grand Body appoint a committee to formulate such amendments 
thereto and recommend such changes as will in their judgment render 
it acceptable to the Templars of the United States and be prepared to 
hand in theiy recommended changes to the committee, or give notice 
of their proposed amendments to the Grand Recorder of the Grand 
Encampment in accordance with the constitution of that body, so that 
the same may receive consideration at the next triennial conclave.”

““T hope that Vermont may be fully represented and our delegates 
fully prepared to join in the important legislation of the Grand En- 
cumpment, While I submit no recommendations to this Grand Body 
upon the subject, I would suggest that the Grand Commandery of Ver- 
mont, in Conclave to-day, legislate upon the subject of Ritual—instruet- 
ing its delegates what action to pursue with reference to the same in 
Grand Encampment. My own views are as follows, and I am in unison 
with the opinion of other Sir Knights in our jurisdiction, viz : Let the 
Grand Eneampment establish the essentials of the Ritual, leaving to 
each State Jurisdiction the arrangement of the attending ceremonies.” 


Vermont has adopted a service for Kaster Day and Ascen- 
sion Day. Weare happy to note a growing interest among 
Templars throughout the country in those services. 

The following preamble and resolutions, offered by Sir 
Knight Fisher, are significant: 


“Whereas, While deploring any disloyalty and disobedience, we 
believe it to be beyond dispute that general, intelligent and just dis- 
satisfaction exists and will exist throughout the country with the pre- 
seribed Ritual for the orders of the Red Cross and Temple, both from 
its strange and unaccountable variations from the Ritual of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island as adopted at the Triennial Conclave of the 
Grand Eneampment at San Francisco, and also from the lack of rich- 
hess seen in rituals heretofore used in many jurisdictions, and 

Whereas, We believe that this dissatisfaction has destroyed desire 
and idea of a literal uniformity of Ritual for the whole Grand Eneamp- 
ment jurisdiction, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Representatives of the Grand Commandery of 
Vermont at the Triennial of the Grand Encampment at Washington, 
October next, be requested to vote for the substitution in place of the 
ritual put forth at the Triennial Conclave at St. Louis, in 1889, of the 
authorized work of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Tsland, whieh will be presented in full form and as the design 
of the action of the San Francisco Triennial; further be it 

fesolved, That permission be asked of the Grand Encampment for 
the Grand Commanderies to enrich and embellish said work and ritual, 
as they may desire, with such words, phrases and ceremonial which 
shall not conflict with the sense and teachings of the authorized Ritual, 
and further, 

Resolved, That some way may be deyised to disseminate the work 
without the dangers attending the printing of the same.” 
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They were referred to the Committee on the Grand Com- 
mander’s address. They virtually indorsed them, but thought 
it best to leave the whole subject to the good judgment of their 
representatives in Grand Encampment. 

The Correspondence Report is from the facile pen of Sir 
TVisher. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives fraternal 
notice. He commends the “Report on Reciprocal Rela- 
tions,” and says “it is calm, dignified and eminently fairy.” 


He adds: 


“The Grand Commandery voted to attend the Triennial, the first 
and only action of the kind we have seen. It is also de 
a Battalion attend.

Sir Fisher, in his review of Indiana, defendg the use of 
“Apostle Judas Iscariot” in the new Ritual. His argument 
to show that Judas Iscariot was an Apostle no one will ques- 
tion, but was he not also an Apostate? And which is the 
more appropriate in the place where it is used? The Grand 
Commander of Indiana says: “Tt seems to me that we might 
with equal propriety speak of the Patriot, Benedict Arnold,” 
that is, as to speak of the Apostle, Judas Iscariot. Sir Fisher 
replies: “The word Patriot is an epithet—describes a quality, 
but must not so limit Apostle.” Is not the word Apostate an 
“epithet?” and does it not deseribe the very “ quality” we 
ought to make emphatic ?—just as we would if we used the 
phrase, fate of the Traitor, Benedict Arnold, instead of G'en- 
eral Benedict Arnold. For illustration, Sir Fisher’s closing 
sentence: “And may I think what was the fate of an Apostle 
should I too be tempted,” is neat compared with And may J 
think what was the fute of the Apostate, Judas Iscariot, 
should L too be tempted.

The annual address is a good business document, in which 
“peace, harmony, and prosperity throughout the Grand 
Jurisdiction,” is the joyful proclamation. Decided that 
“neither of the first three officers of a Chartered Command- 
ery can resign after installation.” Countermanded an order 
of the Commander of Richmond Cominandery, No. 2, for the 
members, in full dress of a Templar on foot, without swords, 
to march in a body to the theatre to attend the “ Mikado 
entertainment” to be given bythe Richmond Light Infantry 
Blues. 

Under the heading, “Triennial of Grand Encampment 
United States,” the Grand Commander says: 


“The most important of all will be the New Ritual. Many of our 
sister Jurisdictions have, in unmistakable language, expressed their 
disapprobation of the Ritual as adopted at the last Triennial, and from 
all portions of our State sentiments of non-approyal of the work have 
been freely expressed. That the Grand Encampment will deal with 
the subject as is best caleulated to advance the interest of Templarism 
in this Jurisdiction, I haye not the least doubt, and I therefore submit 
the matter to you without further suggestion.” 


Righi here we quote the preamble and resolution of the 
Cominittee on the annual address, which were adopted : 


“Whereas, The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
United States has enjoined upon the Templars under its Jurisdiction 
the use of the Ritual adopted by the said Grand Body at its Conclave 
held at St. Louis in 1886— 

And whereas, The Knights Templar of Virginia are with great 
unanimity heartily dissatisfied with the change of Ritual, and believe 


that the introduction of the new Ritual will greatly diminish the inter-

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est of Knights Templar in the work among us, who, by the use of many 
years, have become devoted to the beautiful old Rit: and while we

Thirtieth Annual Conclave, held in Milwaukee, October 
9th, R. E. N. B. Rundle, Grand Commander. 

A most cordial welcome was given to Sir Hugh McCurdy, 
Grand Generalissimo of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. 

The keynote of the Grand Commander's address is “a year 
of progress, and of harmonious and fraternal labor on the 
part of all the officers.” I 4 

Dispensations were granted for two new Commanderies. 
The reports of all the officers indicate a healthy growth of 
the Order in Wisconsin. 

An able and instructive Report on Correspondence 1s from 
the pen of Sir William ©. Swain. He has just enough inde- 
pendence to make his reports spiey and readable. 

In his notice of Califormia, he “runs against an obstrue- 
tion” in a decision of the Grand Commander, and tears the 
whole thing into pieces : 
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“We run against an obstruction in his first decision, as to whether 
Knights who were not members of any Chapter, and had not applied 
within six months for affiliation, were in good standing in the Com- 
mandery. The Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter of that Jurisdiction 
have what we consider an unmasonic regulation, that a non-affiliated 
Brother or Companion shall ‘be deemed to occupy the same position 
as one suspended for non-payment of dues, and shall not be entitled 
to, nor be the recipient of, any of the rights, privileges or benefits of 
Masonry.’ Upon this, he decides that the Brother or Companion 
would not be in good standing in his Commandery. ‘Let us look at the 
other side. If I go from Wisconsin, where, thongh a non-afliliate, I 
am recognizec a Mason in good standing, to California, the Lodge 
or Chapter there has the right to say that I shall not be admitted to 
their Bodies, but it has no right whatever, nor can it obtain any right, 
to say that [am not in good Masonic standing outside of the Lodge, 
or to debar me from Masonic intercourse with my Brethren. And the 
Code sa xplicitly, ‘By merely becoming a non-afliliate in a Lodge 
or Chapter, a Templar does not lose his standing in the Commandery.’ 
Here is another Jurisdiction to be placed by the side of Iowa, and de- 
clared in rebellion.” 


Verily so, Sir Swain; and let those disprove it who can. 

In reply to Sir Woodruff, of Kentucky, who charges Sir 
Chapman and the writer with “spelling the title of the Order 
with a superfluous and unlawful ‘s,” he Siys: 

“As the good old Methodist brother said: ‘Thank God for the varia- 
tion!’ If that is all that Chapman lacks of loyalty, we won’t lay it up 
against him. We say ‘Knights Templars,’ and we will keep on doing 
it. ‘Knights Templars!” We say it again. Brother Roome, if you 
want to cut off our head, and place us beside of Iowa, the door is 
open.” 


So will every man say who wishes to be governed by the 
best literary authority of Europe and America; “Nnights 
Templars.” 4 

Our statement is based upon the fact that all the standard 
dictionaries and grammars, used in the schools and colleges 
of this country, teach the addition of the “unlawful ‘s,”— 
Knights Templars. Another fact challenges contradiction ; 
and that is, the best literary usage sanctions Knights Tem- 
plars. The Congressional Library contains all the most dis- 
tinguished and classical encyclopedias, histories, dictionaries, 


and grammars of Europe and America. Some of our best 
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scholars have carefully examined all of them on this subject, 
and they declare there is not a standard author that uses the 
title Knights Templar. aif 

There is a paragraph in Sir Woodruft’s statement which is 
very misleading. It is as follows: 

“The managing editor of one of the leading daily newspapers asked 
us, ‘why do you always write ‘Knights Templar?’ We replied that 
the Governing Body of the Order for the United States so named its 
title in the fundamental law. ‘This is a sufficient reason,’ he declared, 
adding—‘ and we will stand by the Constitution.” 


Now what is the fact? Until 1856, the Grand Encamp- 
ment used the title “ Knights Templars” in its yecords, and 
in its first Constitution. It was changed to Knights Tem- 
plar without any authority from the Grand Encampment. In 
1871, when Sir Charles F. Stansbury, of Washington, called 
the attention of the Grand Encampment to the subject, they 
virtually declared that the grammatical construction of the 
title was none of their business—‘ that they had no authority 
to determine questions of historic truth, literary usages and 
the philology and grammar of the English language Is 
the Grand Encampment any authority under such circun- 
stances? We think not. And we pity the “editor” who was 
led to lean upon such authority. Did our distinguished 
Frater of Kentucky intend to lead the “editor” to believe 
that the “Governing Body ” was originally constituted under 
the title of Knights Templar? Certainly he could not mean 
that. And as it was not changed by any act of the i Goyern- 
ing Body,” the change is null and void; at least, it has no 
literary significance. — 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous and 
fraternal notice. Sir Swain is decidedly opposed to the old 
law and usage, that an officer cannot resign. ‘The writer re- 
ceives an old time cordial greeting, which we heartily re- 
ciprocate. F 

He quotes our defence of Massachusetts law on expulsion 
and restoration by the Lodge in Commandery, and says: 


““We cannot hold Masonic intercourse with a suspended Neues 
the Code says, that when a suspended Mason is restored to member- 
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ship, in his Lodge, he is restored to membership in his Commandery. 
The Massachusetts Grand Lodge law, which he mentions, is all right, 
but it does not touch the case. If the expelled Mason is restored to 
his Masonic rights, but not to membership, he is not re-instated in his 
Commandery; but if, afterwards, he is restored to membership, then, 
by the Code, he steps back into his Commandery. And we think it 
right. If the Commandery doesn’t want the man, let her expel him on 
her own account, and not fall back on the Lodge to do the disagreeable 
work.” 


Massachusetts has failed to see why the Grand Lodge law 
on restoration to membership should not apply equally to 
Chapter and Commandery. 

Sir Swain’s concluding remarks, on “Towa and the New 
Ritual,” are able, and worthy of ended notice. But as 
this report will not be printed until after the Triennial of the 
Grand Encampment, we will only say we unqualifiedly in- 
dorse them.
